his business for such a meager salary.

"No." 

“Well, 1 was about IS years old. I be¬ 
longed. you know, to what they call down 
South, 'the scrub*'—people who do not 
own slave* are nobody there. Rut we 
hud succeeded In raising, chiefly by my 
labor, sufficient produce. I thought, lo 
Justify me In taking ll down tti* liver to 
sell. I got mother’s consent and con¬ 
structed a little ffatboat, large enough to 
take myself and a barrel or two of thing* 
wv had rniM*d down lo New Orleans. 

“A steamer was coming down the river 
We have, you know, no wiiarve* on the 
Western strvuJne. and the custom was 
for passengers to go out in a beat to the 
st«w.m*r. which stopped for them to go 
on 1>oard. 

“I was admiring my new ffatboat, when 
two men cam* down to the shore In oxr- 
rlages, with tninko, singled out my boat,

Missouri College Keeps Here 
of Prize Jerseys. 


BUSY SMUGGLERS 

Chinese Like Excitement As 
Well As Reward. 


SEVEN PRODUCE 700 POUNDS OF 
BUTTER APIECCE, 


A2TNUAL INCOME FROM EACH 
AMOUNTS TO GOOD SUM. 


HARD TO FIX VALUE ON THEM 


Tha average cow produces only 240 
pounds of butter a year. Five Jersey 
oowi at MIsaouiI Agricultural College at 
Columbia, Mo., In one year produced 2,497 
pounds of butter. This le an average of 
739 8-2 pounds of butter a year, more 
than two pounds a day. To this list of 
five cows may be ndded two other Jef 
swys, and the production of the seven 
will average more than 700 pounds of 
butter a year. There Is not another rec 
ord-breaking Jersey cow In Missouri, and 
only one In an adjoining State, say* the 
Mb Louis Republic. 

The Missouri AgrlctuUura! College not 
only owns but bred the Jerseys which 
havo made records for the world. The 
Agricultural College of Wisconsin is the 
only ot)**r sol tool that has bred a Jersey 
with a 700-pound butter record. No other 
herd has more than two such cows. 

Bessie Bate* heads the list at Missouri 
in the production of butter. She Js 9 year* 
old and Is the mother of six calves. Her 
yearly record is 801 pounds of butter. To 
produce this butter sho gate 13.882 pounds 
of milk, or L733 gallon*. The milk con¬ 
sumption of a city is two-thirds of 
quart a day per family. Bessie Bates 
gavo about nve gallons of milk a day for 
:mS consecutive days. This la enough milk 
to keep six families of live members each 

Butter as sold at the Agricultural Col¬ 
lege brings 32 cents a pound the year 
round At this prl«-e the butter produced 
by Bttjmie Bates would sell for a 

year After the cream was sejamitecl 
there were left 1,47.: gallons of skim milk. 
Jn Columbia (Ms sells for 10 cents a gal¬ 
lon. which makes It worth 2147.The 
total income from her butter and skim 
milk would be 23S7.86. 

Tlie farmer doe* not always l^tve 
market for ht» skim milk by the gallon, 
but It Is worth X cents a hundred pounds 
U> feed to pigs. At this price the skim 
milk would bring tho owner of Bessie 
Bates f.’kfiO. which, when added to the 
butter rnorwy, would make th* cow pro¬ 
duce rjw.tf. 

Bceato Bute* leads the herd by several 
pounds of butter, but when a uow* pro¬ 
duces only 7*0 pounds of butter a yrer 
site is worth 2329.82 to her owner.

More Money In Milk. 

Bewslo Bates becomes a better money¬ 
maker still by selling her milk os It comes 
fresh from the cow. At 8 cents a quart, 
the common price for whole milk in the 
larger towns of Missouri, ah© would give 
sn Income of 2SW.30 to her owner, This Is 
enough money to pay for her feed and 
it*bio rent, hire a boy to milk und feed 
her and have enough left to send a stu¬ 
dent a year to the University of Missouri. 
After the cow's krep is paid, there re¬ 
mains more money then a street laborer 
can make In a year If Jig receives 21.50 
a day and never loeos any time from his 
work. 

Pedro's Estelle holds the world's record 
a* a butter-producing I-year-old. Hhe had 
two calve* and gave 11,005 pounds of milk. 
1.M3 gallon* a year. Tilts milk churned 
711 pounds of butter. This cow. as w-ell 
as her dam. grand am and great-granddam 
wws bred by the Missouri Agricultural 
College. 

Missouri Ramaposn, H years old. pro¬ 
duced 12.723 pounds of milk. l.i$l gallons, 
and 747 pound* of butter. Sho Is the moth¬ 
er of seven calves. 

Grace Briggs Is another of the floe- 
hatred Jersey*. Mb#* gave In one y«U" 
13,323 pounds of milk, whtah made 735 
pounds of butter She la 10 year* old and 
l;a« had seven calve*. 

Alphco Elf in one year gave 13.323 
pounds of milk, and 701 r<> l »nd» of butter. 
She la 12 rear* old and baa given birth 
to nitre carve*.

Ferguson, who Is a minor, was ar¬ 
rested several day* on a complaint 
mads by a deputy fish and game war¬ 
den and was to have been tried In 
Jeffersonville yestorduy morning before 
Judge Harry’ C. Montgomery In the 
City Court. Two deputy game wardens 
were present, but George C. Kopp. 
prosecuting attorney, dismissed the ac¬ 
tion. Information was filed Immediate¬ 
ly in the Circuit Court, the prosecuting 
witness being John J. Brovey. a deputy 
game warden Ferguson was arrested 
on a bench warrant and gave bond In 
the sum or $200, with H. W. Phipps and 
James R. Ferguson, the latter his 
father, as security. 

A complaint had been fil*d before 
Magistrate Neville several days ago 
ojid he refused to dismiss thl* after 
Ferguson had been before Judge Har¬ 
ry’ C. Montgomery ajid had pleaded not 
guilty. H. W. Phipps, attorney for Per. 
gu*on. notified Magistrate Neville that 
lve wa* ready for trial, but Prosecutor 
Kopp and the game warden* refused to 
go to Henryvllle. Mr. Phipps and his 
client went and demanded a hearing. 
There wtks no one to prosecute and aft¬ 
er Father Rhea had sworn out a new 
complaint he offered to act as prosecut¬ 
ing attorney and made n good show’Ing. 
It was shown by Ferguson that he wa* 
on Ms way to the home of William 
Staton to deliver him a gun and that 
he was not attempting to hunt. It was 
also brought out that he had been 
granted a local hunter's license on the 
*ame day, November 17, but It had not 
been delivered to him. 

Makes Recommendation. 

Acting on a suggestion of Mayor Ed¬ 
ward N. Flynn, Jum.*s E. Burke, who i* 
to become Mayor of Jeffersonville on 
January 3. yesterday recommended I>r. 
Oliver P. Graham and Dr. Joseph Zuer- 
nrr for appointment as member* of 
the City Board of Health to fill the 
vacancies occasioned by the death of 
Dr William H. Sheet., and the resigna¬ 
tion of Dr. David Cohen. The appoint¬ 
ment* were made, but It 1* said Dr. 
Zuerncr Is not eligible for tho reason 
that bo has a contract with the city as 
a smallpox physician. The other mem¬ 
ber of the board Is Dr. Davl* L. Field. 

Another feature is that Dr. Claud C. 
Crum Is tho only physician In Jeffer¬ 
sonville who 1* not now acting In some 
official capacity w*ho Is eligible to be 
secretary of the board, and he will be 
appointed. Under a new law those act¬ 
ing ns secretary of a board of healtn 
must have had recent experience or 
j have stood an examination. Dr. Crum 
I recently stood an examination at In- 
IdianHpolls. The law doe* not require 
that the secretary inu*t be a member 
of the board. This will m*ke the place 
open for Dr. Crum, who Is a Repub¬ 
lican. 

In connection with the death of Dj. 
Sheet*, who was secretary of the boarti. 
Mis* Lucy Herbert, w’ho wo* clerk for 
Dr. Sheets, yesterday Issued a notice 
that all death return* must be mode to 
her. Th« request was not recognized 
and the return on the death of Dr. 
Sheets was made by Kroman M. Coots,

In the presence of the members of I 
the family the will of Dr. William H. 


. Sheet*, who died In Jeffersonville a few r 
, days ego. wa* read Friday night, but 
J 'vas not offered for probate yesterday. 
It I* provided In the writing that every¬ 
thing owned by Dr. Sh^e-ts at the time 
of hla death 1* to go to the Preachers’ 
Aid Society. There I* a provision, 
however, that Miss Laura Thompson, 
w ho was the housekeeper for Dr. Sheets 
for twelve years. Is to have a life In¬ 
terest In part of the estate It Is re¬ 
quested that a cottage bo built on the 
lot owned by Dr. Sheets for Ml** 
Thompson, and In this she Is to make 
her home and have the rent free a» 
long as she live*. 

It Is understood tbo estate 1* worth 
between $1,900 and $4,000. which In¬ 
cludes a life Insurance policy of $100. 
The property that was occupied by Dr. 
Sheets was mortgaged to the Preach¬ 
ers' Aid Society for at least one- 
fourth of what It is worth. The rec¬ 
ord* at the courthouse In Jefferson¬ 
ville show -that a mortgage for $750 
was filed on October 9. 1909. The so¬ 
ciety had paid the expenses of Dr. 
Sheets for some time. The will was 
written some time after the death of 
Mrs. Sheet*.

This was the way in which tba No 
wmber grand Jury, when It adjourned 
sine die yesterday, Indicted Louisville. 
Much else that was not especially com¬ 
plimentary was said of home of the 
county and city Institutions in the spt 
clal report of that body, of which Philip 
8. Tuley was foreman. The Jail, 
School of Reform and the Lakeland 
Asylum are warmly praised The 
county's poorhouse, near Jefferson - 
town, the clty’a almshouse, the work¬ 
house and ttie courthouse all come In 
for uncomplimentary attention. Lastly 
the city hospital Is scored, or rather the 
city Is scored for letting It remain as 
It 1*. It is In reference to the hos¬ 
pital that tho grand Jury employed the 

opening sentence.

New City Hospital Imperative. 


The reference to the city hospital Is 
us follows, the observations as to the 
othor charitable Institutions having 
preceded it; 

H Is perhaps superfluous to say that 
this condition Is a hundredfold worse at 
the city hospital. The venerable building, 
crumbling in decay, after serving to shel¬ 
ter three generations of the cJty'a nit*, 
disabled and Unfortunate. Is kept at clran 
as possible and Its Inmates cared {or with 
as much comfort as the building# will 
permit.

Reform In Felony System. 


Thie November grand Jury has been 
In session for twwty-seven days and 
has returned 138 Indictments and dis¬ 
missed seventy-on* coses The portion 
of the latter Is larger than usual, and 
the reasons were given In Its special 
report In the middle ot the term. 
Abuses of the prevailing system of 
felony fee* was blamed then and Lb 
blamed now* for the gl-eat number of 
petty cs.se* that the gTtnd Jury ts 
forced to consider. A* to this point 
the report retuls as follows: 

Thrse <•**♦•* are too Inrionlflcant to re¬ 
quire a Jury In many of them the of¬ 
fenses ere too unimportant Id' justify 
even such a term of Imprisonment for tho

It would ceas^ to t© solve th* grand Jury 
Into a sort or one-sided inquisitorial body 
for the investigation of eo many petty, 
flltney case# of mere misdemeanor that 
tt may not bo Ineptly described as Police 
Court No. 1 Our candid opinion !• that 
lttlony fro# are a failure a* a mean* of 
prompt and equitable enforcement of the 
law. A fixed, adequate salary for the 
Judge, Instead of minimum remunera¬ 
tion. subject to lnrrea*e contingent upon 
th* finding of Indictment* in case* held 
to th* grand Jury, would largely remedy 
tho evil of widen we complain. It would 
further help If th* same tori of condi¬ 
tional rewards to arresting officer* wdrv 
abolished.

The motion In this com.- for Judge 
MlUrr to vacate the bench and that 
In the Gilbcrt-Robb case for Judge 
Kirby to vacate have not been dert- 
nltely passed upon, although Judge 
Miller Indicated that he would sustain 
the one before him. Counsel will argue 
thea* motions before Judge Miller and 
K,rby * fitting together, in Judge 
Millers court on Tuesday. The orders 
drawn up according to Judge Miller's 
tentative rulings !n the Oabhart-Ksy 
case last Thursday were held up at 
Joint session yeterday. and will await 
the disposition of the motion to va¬ 
cate. 

Aa to the selection of a trial Judge, 
should Judge Miller vacate In the Oab- 
hart-Ray case. Matt J. Holt, attorney 
with William Krleger for the plaintiff, 
suggested the nanus of Morris Sachs. 
Judge W. O. Harris and Arthur M 
Rutledge Judge Frank Peak, P H 
Savage and Mark Beauchamp, with 
their client, Mr, Ray. agreed to Mr 
Rutledge, mho Is to give his decision 
In the matter on Monday.

Question of Law, Not Relief. 

Through the alteration of circum¬ 
stances since the mitt wa* died, tho de¬ 
cision of Judge Samuel B. Kirby deliv¬ 
ered yesterday In the case of W. A.

Is not a nuisance, unless It be*for 
the treatment of virulent or carvtaglou* 
diseases. Any sanitarium. If loosely con¬ 
ducted. said Judge Kirby In effect, might 
become a nuisance. It would be If pa¬ 
tients under the Influence of drugs or 
liquor be allowed to go at liberty' shout 
the yard or to expose themselves Inde¬ 
cently from the windows. There wa* 
gome testimony In the case to support 
this view and the court ruled that the 
plaintiffs should be given this relief 
That tho defendant must Veep a close 
survedll&nce over Its patients and not 
permit them to annoy those who live in 
neighboring houees. 

However, since the suit was brought, 
the sanitarium has passed Into other 
hands and the present proprietors con¬ 
duct It carefully and In such a manner 
that none In the neighborhood find fault. 
When the suit was filed, the presence of 
the sanitarium, which occupied a resit- 
dencc nt 11*12 Sixth ©tree!. Just back of 
St. James Court, constituted a real af¬ 
fliction to the neighborhood. In the 
words nf Dr. Chester Mayer. Patient* 
vxcre allowed to roam at will about the 
streets. It was said. 'They went Into 
people's yards, into Central Park, Into 
St James Court and even got sometimes 
Into Fountain Court Now, however, all 
Is changed. FVw know of personal 
. knowledge of the presence of the aanl- 
I tarlum. The stork company that took 
over the enterprise) from Dr. Holllngerk 
I who had glv«n It up before the suit was’

Factory Foremen Not Phyniciana. 

Holding that foremen or factortea 
are not authorized by their emploj*- 
ment to act aa physicians or give medi¬ 
cal advice, In line with authorities he 
cited. Judge Gordon at Joint oesMon 
yesterday rukd out of court a suit for 
damages whldh set forth plUful cir¬ 
cumstances. Th«- injuries w-hleh form¬ 
ed tho hauls of the claim for damages 
proved fatal and were most harrow¬ 
ing and terrible- Howevor. the court 
deride! that, since the giving of medi¬ 
cal advice la not within the scope of 
a foreman's employment, the concern 
that employed him cannot be held 
liable If a workmen under the fore¬ 
man acts on the advice of the fore¬ 
man und is Injured. The case may 
gn to the Court of Appeals. 

Frank J. Goss wa* the plaintiff In 
the suit, but died of his Injuries and 
the action was revived In the name of 
his executor. The suit was directed 
against the Kentucky Refining Com¬ 
pany and nrked for $26,000 damages. 
Goss, a lobnjrer. was subject to epi¬ 
leptic fits and. he said, the fore man 
knew It. Goon was ordered to caulk 
barrels with boding pitch on April 30. 
of this year. He objected. *avihg he 
might have u fit and suffer Injury. The 
foremen, however, pooh-poohed his 
fears. It was nfoerted. saying that 
there was no danger. 

The plaintiff undertook the work, 
but while engaged at It wna seised with 
a paroxysm and fell Into a tomk of 
the bollinr. pitchy caulking fluid. He 
was horribly burned and suffered awful 
agonies ubtll he died Judge Gordon 
was senhie of the pathetic side of 
the oftse, but said that the law was 
clear on the subject. 

Interesting Question of Practice. 

Question as to the title of Jand In 
Harlan county, on which an attachment 
for $11,669.23 was levied In the Jeffer¬ 
son Circuit Court three years ago. must 
be tried out In the courts of Harlan 
county, according to a ruling of Judge 
Miller yesterday. The question arose in 
the era# Gc^rwe W. Bramble* against 
the Commonwealth Land and Improve¬ 
ment Company. The Attachment was 
eenrt to Harlan county and he levied on 
the property, land and saw logs on the 
bank* of Poor Fork of the Cumberland 
River. Those adM had possession of the 
land asserted thedr title and so address¬ 
ed Judge Miller In the matter. Later 
they contend ad that Judge Miller had 
no Jurisdiction over them. The case

The plaint¬ 
iff asked fbr $10,200 as damages, blam¬ 
ing the defendant because she # ell 
down an area-way. unguarded, on De¬ 
cember 25. 1908. Judge Gordon held 
that the defendant, being a charitable 
Institution of the highest order, is ex¬ 
empt from liability In this Instance. 

Waitwd Too Long To Sue. 

Had Mary Smith wished to prosecute 
a suit for damages against Jerome J. 
Naugle and Robert Claggctt she rhould 
have filed It within a year after the 
cause of action originated. Judge 
O'Doherty yesterday decided that the 
statute uf one y*ar limitation holds 
good In the case. The plaintiff, while 
standing on the* front porch of her 
home at Thlrtv-ilfth and Jewel streets, 
was struck In the leg by a bullet she 
attributed to the defendants, who were 
charged wRh shooting off firearms 
carelessly. The accident occurred on 
Septcmbsr 2. 1907. and the suit was 
filed on June 12, lbQ9; too late, so held 
Judge O'Doherty. 

Charges of Theft Actionable. 

If a man say that another while In 
hie employ stole property from him 
he is liable for damages, said Judge 
O'Doherty yesterday, when he over- 
rulsd Joseph llolng's demurrer tu Emile 
Schuster's stilt for $6,000 for slander. 
The plaintiff's contention Is that the 
defendant falsely accused him of em- 
bexxtement.

The sisters at the 
hospital are what the name signifies.

In discussing the work of the insti¬ 
tution l>r. Peter Ganz, chairman of the 
hospital committee. Mid: 

"No one ever came to the door of 
Sts. Mary and Elizabeth Hospital sick, 
and In need of shelter and care, with¬ 
out being admitted when s|«ace and 
the rules of the institution permitted. 
It has always been that only after the 
patient had been comfortably tucked 
away in his bed he was asked of 
what denomination he was a member 
and the laim of his birth. The sisters 
have always respected the feelings of 
the poor and no one has ever felt thut 
because of his Inability to pay for his 
hoard he was slighted In the hojpltat 
no one knows except the superior tho 
one who Is thrown on the charity of 
the sifters. All Are treated alike. The 
patients who are able to pay »ome- 
thlng for their board are expected to 
do so. 

"For yearn demands have been made 
upon the charity of the hospital, which 
only the want of room prevented bring 
met. Fan we not reasonably hope that 
now the day has come In which the 
sifters may safely trust to the gener¬ 
osity nr the people of Louisville for 
help In their effort* to enlarge the 
institution and thus enable them to ex¬ 
tend their charity to many more rick 
poor? Mention has often been made 
of the endowment left the hospital by 
the generous founders. It car. he fitted 
on the authority of those In charge 
that the proceed* of the endowment 
nre not more than $3,000 a year. What 
Is this amount among so many pro¬ 
vided for every year? This statement 
l* made that it may be plain when 
the sisters make this, their first ap¬ 
peal to the public for help, they have 
not an endowment sufficient to meet 
even the necc.sssry' expense* of the 
very poor patients, much less to en¬

SOME HEADLINE FEATURES. 


Washington, Dec. 4.—(Special.)— 
Representative Davis. Of Minnesota, one 
of the most radical of the progressives, 
declares that there must be re-revlslon 
of the schedules or the tariff before the 
end of the .Sixty-first Congress if the 
Western Republicans are to be k«*pt In 
line for the party. The pnurreeslvea 
made their fight for genuine downward 
revision during the special session on 
general principles, because they be¬ 
lieved It was right and In the Inter¬ 
est of their constituents. 

Now thry come bn-ck to Washington, 
after spending month* with their uon- 
stltuents, stronger than ever in their 
attitude. They come now with the ex¬ 
press command of their constituents to 
obtain real downward revision of some 
of the more flagrantly unjust schedules, 
such a* those relating to sugar, woolens 
and cottons. 

President Taft's famous Winona 
speech, in which he defended the tariff 
bill ami Representative Tawney, the 
only member of tho Minnesota dele¬ 
gation who voted for It, Mr. Davis 
*ays. Intensified the demand for real 
revision. In that speech the President 
declared the woolen schedule was not 
satisfactory to himself, but the woolen 
interest* were so Intrenched that it 
had been found Impossible to obtain n 
better one. The very fact that the 
woolen interest* are so powerful Is 
proof to the Western men that the time 
has come for a finish light with them 
and the curtailment of sonio of the 
oiitragt-oiiB advantages they now en 
Joy under the tariff. 

Representative Davis predicts that 
tiie strength of the Western demand 
for a reojpenlng of the schedale< 
be so Inslmeni in the next few months 
that action will be forced either at this 
winter 1 * long or at tho shuri 

session of next winter.

Murdock On Cannoniwn. 


Representative Victor Murdock, of 
Kansas, l*vtder of the Insurgents In the 
House, took occasion to-day to disa¬ 
gree with Speaker Cannon over tht* 
letters diagnosis of "Can non ism.** In 
reply to Speaker Caution's statement 
that ” 'CannonlFtn' waa Reodistn, CAr- 
llslelsm, Crlsplom and Hendersonism,” 
Mr Murdock said that “Cannonism" m 
the mildest form is this: 

"'Can non him' is the concentration of 
the power of the representative body 
Into the hand* of one man. to the end 
that he may defeat popular deelr* by 
tho process of delay, the device of the 
pigeonhole, refusal of consideration, de¬ 
nial of hearing and nil the legislative 
tricks which are Inimical to the genius 
of popular government and offensive to 
the spirit of prpgn-ss. Its administra¬ 
tion is ccomfuf o t poptilor opinion and 
contemptuous of public wish. 

"No insurgent ha* ever sought * 
change In the rules of the House that 
would lead to the obstruction of busi- 
neo*. The whole Idea is for the expedi¬ 
tion of public affairs, and the only de¬ 
sire is to take away from the Speaker 
not only hi:* prerogative for preserv¬ 
ing order and dispatching business leg¬ 
islation. but his pbwer over the persons 
and conviction* of Representative* 
"The protest Is ugaUl't the attitude of 
the Striker which would cut the be¬ 
liefs of the members of Congress to fit 
the irregularity of his own caprice*."

The Georgian Church was annexed to 
the Russian Church about a century 
ago, resulting In the loss of much of 
the Independence hitherto enjoyed.

primate. But, Instead, a .pretext has 
been found for abolishing their eccle¬ 
siastical province ami making their 
six diocese* directly dependent upon 
the Holy Synod. 

The Georgians are now determined 
to resist this violation of the ukase 
guaranteeing liberty of consclenoe In 
Russia. Bishops, priests and people 
declare with on# accord that they wl*h 
**to submit to the Roman pontiff, who 
Is the head of the Universal Church.” 

They have learned to contrast the 
spiritual rule of Russia with the prac¬ 
tice of the Roman See, which has al¬ 
ways shown itself quite willing to re¬ 
spect all national customs and senti¬ 
ments which do not conflict with the 
purity of the faith.

The Rev. FrancJ* J. Schaefer, of the 
St. Paul Seminary, bas given. In **Acta 
et Dicta.” the ofllclal organ of th© St. 
Paul Catholic Historical Society, In 
Minnesota, an Interesting account of the 
religious work accomplished by tho In¬ 
trepid fur traders. Rad Iso on and Grose ti¬ 
llers. 

It gives special publicity to tho fact 
that the first chapel erected In Minne¬ 
sota was built by these explorers, on 
Prairie Island, in Lake Pepin, near Red 
Wing, during their first visit to Min¬ 
nesota, In 1855-58. 

Incidentally It goes to Show that the 
missionary activity within the confines 
of Minnesota was Inaugurated neither 
by Jesuit nor by Recollet, but owes Its 
origin to the lay evangel of these sim¬ 
ple voyageuns. According to all evi¬ 
dences, It wa* the custom, among the 
voyageuns of New* France, to administer 
tho sacrament of baptism In all cases of 
necessity, particularly to ohlldren. 

It is said that, during their first ex¬ 
pedition. Radisson nnd OroseilHers bap¬ 
tized about 300 little children. Again, In 
1650-80, they mused the winter on the 
shores of Lak*' Superior, and were for¬ 
tunate enough to baptize 200 little chil¬ 
dren of the Algonquin nation, with 
whom they first made their abode. These 
children were the victims of disease and 


Mgr. Rahm&nl, the Syrian Patriarch 
of Antioch, who has Just hud an audi¬ 
ence with Plus X . Is one of tty© great¬ 
est linguists In the world now. He 
knows thoroughly at least ten lan¬ 
guages, viz,: Arabic. 8yrtac, Turkish. 
Greek, Latin, Italian. French. German. 
English and Hebrew, and his extraor¬ 
dinary proficiency has been turned to 
good account in researches Into ancient 
Oriental Christian literature. 

Among his discoveries Is that of a 
most Interesting document of apocry¬ 
phal literature: the "Testament us Jesti 
Christa.” frequently referred to In tts 
Greek text, and in various versions by 
ancient writers; but hitherto unknown 
to modern scholarship only by some 
fragments preserved in a Latin codex 
of the Thirteenth century at Treves. 
The patriarch has published a critlco- 
Iherary edition of the codex found by 
him. which dates from the year 638. 

The patriarch's diecovory has had 
much to do with modifying modern 
Judgments on the chronology' and go- 
netlcal dependence of some of the most 
Important ap.tcryph a of the Christian 
literature of the first centuries. 

Among the 150 unedited codices In 
the library he has collected Is a Syr¬ 
ian version of the “Cronlcon” of Euse¬ 
bius, which has been useful in cor¬ 
recting the Armenian version in sev¬ 
eral points. For Instance, this latter 
version puts the duration of the Ro¬ 
man pontificate of St. Peter at twen¬ 
ty years, whereas Mgr. Rah muni’s 
codex gives the traditional period of 
twenty-five years, thus agreeing with 
St. Jerome, who took his facts and 
figures from the "Cronlcon."

Italians For Fields. 


Tho Very Rev. Don Pietro Ptssnl, 
professor of philosophy In the Seminary 
of Vercelll, Ttoly. has come to America 
as the representative of a federation of 
Italian societies, amd with the approval 
of the Italian Government and the sup¬ 
port of Plus X., to promote & move¬ 
ment for guiding the stream of Italian 
Immigrants away from the larger cities 
to the agricultural districts of this 
oountry and Canada. 

Father Plsarvl says: "We seek both 
to get the resident Italians of the big 
cities Interested In agriculture and to 
persuade future emigrants from Italy 
to go to tho country' rather than to the 
big cities.

FOUND ON FLOOR OF CELL 


Archie Hand, who shot and killed 
County Patrolman Clarence Connor pn 
Saturday night, May 22, In KrlO & 
Grimm's beer garden at the crosalng of 
Uie Shelby and Preston-street roads, 
made the third unsuccessful attempt 
to end hla life yesterday since ho has 
been confined In th© oounty Jail. 

He whs found at 7:15 ©dock by one 
of the guards In a dying condition on 
the floor of hls call. He wa« breathing 
heavily and beside him lay an atomiser 
which had been drained of every drop 
of the Insecticide which It had con¬ 
tained. Dr. Garvin was hastily sum¬ 
moned. and h was only due to hJs he¬ 
roic efforts that tho man'a life was 
saved. He Is still In a critical condi¬ 
tion and It U not certain that ho will 
recover. 

Dr. Garvin said that th© liquid, which 
U used to kill bugs and other vermin, 
woe considered nonpolsonous; at least 
it had never been known to kill any¬ 
one, as Its odor wos so nauseating that 
a few drops were all a man could 
stand. 

The relatives of Hand were notified 
and are at hls side. In the hospital ward 
of the Jail. They believe that he Is In¬ 
sane. 

Several week© ago, while John Rob¬ 
ert©, the noted counterfeiter, was in 
Jail, Hand borrowed a small penknife 
from him and stabbed himself In the 
side, but the blade was so small that 
he was only able to Inflict a flesh 
wound. Tw > weeks ag>^ Hand took a 
pleco of metal from a picture frame In 
which was inclosed the photograph of 
hls wife, and drove It Into hls left ey*, 
thinking that he could piece hi© brain. 
Although the Injury wa© painful, it did 
not even destroy the sight of the eye.

THE FOG WHISTLE’S WORK. 

(Milwaukee Wisconsin ) 

When your ole®p la fitful and you 
hear tha fog whistle tooting every sev¬ 
enteen second* Is It praying nr swear¬ 
ing you do In hoping th® whistle will 
blow In some other section of the uni- 
verm? * 

Residents on th* Efi*t Side have ap¬ 
pealed to the Federal engineer for the 
abolition of the whistle nuisance, but 
such appeals ar® given l«*ss consider¬ 
ation than would a petition to the May¬ 
or that th® city hall clock cease tolling 
the passing hours. 

In the times when the heavy fog and 
dens® smoke becloud th® water's course 
the fog whistle Is an Indispensable aid 
to navigators In locating the Milwau¬ 
kee entrance channel. Unci® Ram be¬ 
lieve* the safety of life on the Great 
Lakes and the welfare of commerce on 
th<- waters Is of more consequence than 
consideration of th® slumbers of sundry 
residents. 

The Milwaukee harbor entrance 
whistle constats of a ten-Inch horn, 
producing blasts of three seconds, with 
silent Intervals of seventeen second*. 
Th® whistle Is situated within 30rt feet 
of the outer end of the north horhar 
entrance pier. Two years ago the Gov¬ 
ernment erected a special building for 
tho whistle. Thlrty-horso compound 
boiler* produce th® necessary pressure* 
for lb® sound that Is unspeakably sweet 
the captain on the bridge, several 
miles off Milwaukee, when he cannot 
5 ^r* a boat's length ahead of him. 

The fin? In the boiler never die*, 
whether It be July or December weath¬ 
er. Fog* are no respecter of season and 
steam W maintained sufficient to start 
the whistle at a moment’s command. 
The wiilatle operate* automatically. All 
the keeper needs to look after Is the 
fir® and oiling. To appease East Sid® 
grumbler*, the Government last year 
installed a parobotlc deflector which 
tends to prevent the sound from nerv¬ 
ous residents to.^ much. Round carries 
far on the water und under ordinary 
i-ondltlons the local fog whist)* can b* 
heard fiv* miles off shore. The sound 
Is Instantly recognised by the boat 
captain. There are no two harbor 
v. hlsttes on tb* lakes blowing the same 
blasts. For Instance, th* fng horn at 
Sh*br»yffti.n has a iiour-secoud blast 
with intervals of twenty-six second*. 

The Milwaukee whistle Is under th* 
car® of John RltroeUer, th* llghtkeeper. 
With him are two aaslsta-c 
man observes the condition of the at¬ 
mosphere on six-hour watches. Mil¬ 
waukee Is an open port tha year round. 
8> vital la It that the whistle shall 
bl^w *t *1! times that th® Government 


has constructed a tunnel leading from 1 
th* llghtkecpers home within th* 
breakwater pier to the fog station, to 
permit the keeper free access to th* 
vldstlt in foul wmllier as well as fair. 
In times of e*vere winter storm le* 
piles high on the pier, making It lm- 
possible for human beings to walk on 
the top surface of tha structure, erected 
to protect navigation In tho Inner Irar- 
bor. _ _ _

IN TRIAL OF PIERCE. 


Argument Over Legality of Woman 
Being Notary Public Con¬ 
sumes Four Days. 


Austin, TVx., Dec. 4—The trloJ of 
H. Clay Pierce In the District Court of 
Travis county progresses slowly. For 
four days the questions ns to whether 
or not perjury could b* assigned to 
the affidavit which he mad* beoause of 
its Indefiniteness and because It was 
a mere imiMofl of opinion; and a 
question of whether a woman Is en¬ 
titled to be a notary public, under the 
Constitution and laws of Texaa. as th® 
affidavit was made before a -woman, 
and th® queatton as to whether or not 
th* statute of limitations In the penal 
code of Texas will protect the non¬ 
resident the same as the resident, have 
been under discussion Arguments ns 
to its merits were concluded to-night 
and Presiding Judge Calhoun will 
have until Monday to pass upon the 
legal points.

Toledo, O., Dec. 4.—Police ar* trying to 
solve a mysterious shoortng which re¬ 
sulted to-night In the death of Grace 
Fro»eh. Aged 10 y*AM Earlier In th* day 
•ha was shot In the head as *h* »tepp*d 
out of tho kitchen door at her home und 
never regained comcloiisness. Her broth¬ 
er* rushed to her from the front of the 
house, but saw no on*. A small rift* was 
found outside the door, and the police 
have no theory except that the fatality 
may have resulted from careless shoot¬ 
ing. possibly by some boy. 


MANY MAKE THE COAT. 


(New York Tribune.) 

According to tho United States Bu¬ 
reau of Labor, the old haw "it takes 
nine tailors to make a man" is filled 
with misinformation, for In reality, the 
bureau find* it takes thirty-nine men 
of different trades Just to nmk* a coot 
under th® present ayatem of shop manu¬ 
facture For the day when one tailor 
measured the customer, cut out the 
cloth and. with hi* apprentice, shaped 
it Into a finished and pressed garment 
has practically passed. 

To-day all one tailor may do through 
his enHre Ilf® is to mark the place 
where the buttona are to be sewed on. 
Another man never marks the places 
for buttons; his specialty Is to mark 
buttonholes A third man spends the 
long day in sewing on buttons; a fourth 
In making buttonholes. Men who sew 
sleeves do not make armholes; tho arm¬ 
hole men give place in shaper#, and 
these last do not touch collars, which 
are a distinct specialty Even the men 
who manipulate the tailor’s goose are 
divided Into pressers of seams, edge*. 
ilning?i. sleeves and coat presaers. The 
bast*rs atick to one distlnot specialty of 
basting, and a separate functionary, the 
basting puller, undoes (heir work. Even 
the coat strap Is a separate province 

Rn that wh*n the coat is finished it 
represents thtrty-nlne distinct varieties 
of work by as many men. And when a 
man finally puts on the coat he Is wear¬ 
ing the product of 312 fingers and sev¬ 
enty-eight thumbs, not counting tho 
digits of those who sheared th® sheep, 
wove th* cloth, dyed it, finished It, 
shipped It and cut it. nor the ink-ataln- 
*4 clerical hands which kept a book 
reco/d of all the processes. Probably 
from sheep to wearer th* coat was 
handled by at least three thousand 
fingers. _ _

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T HIS Chrlsima* season of 1909 
*e©» the tw-entleth annlverwiry 
of a remarkable Individual 
effort toward helpfulness and* 
hupplnew. On %h* day after Christ¬ 
mas. 1889, Mia* Salile Stutsman, of 
Payton. Ohio, had her attention called 
through personal Investigation to the 
barrennesH ot some home* during this 
season. Reviving that in the future 
no child of poverty in her neighborhood, 
or In the city at large, should be left 
unwarmed by the Christmas spirit, she 
has' bent her energle* all these year* 
to playing Santa Claus with such effect 
that her work has become one of the 
permanent agencies for happiness In 
the community. 

Miss Stutsman'* plan has two thing* 
to recommend It, secrecy and almpllc- 
ity. Of the hundreds of children whom 
she ha* made happy, not one ever sus- 
peoted the name of the giver. She be¬ 
gan by sending not only useful but dis¬ 
tinctly attractive presents to a few 
children In her neighborhood, using her 
own not unlimited mean*. Then the 
demands grew, a* uhe found' the un¬ 
speakable happiness produced by so lit¬ 
tle outlay, and she longed to do more. 
Seeing how carelessly rich children 
treat their toy* and how frequently 
they arn replaced by new ones, it occur¬ 
red to her to beg for these playthings 
ai-i make them do duty a *econd time. 
To ask was to have, and offerings 
poured in from all side*. Doll* with no 
head*, heads with p© bodies, wagon* 
on three wheel*, tables which had loot 
a ttre engine* with the paint nicked 
off. odd ball* and battledore*, tennis 
racquet* unstrung, roller skatea with 
a wheel gone, toy piano* with broken 
utrtngB—everything was grist to Mtas 
Stutsman's mill. She enlisted the will¬ 
ing service* of a school boy with me¬ 
chanical cleveme** who gave hi* Satur¬ 
day*. and together they glued and 
painted, whittled and tacked by the 
hour, supplying the lack of everything 
from missing leg* (of table* or dolls) 
to missing wheel* (of watches or auto¬ 
mobile*). They erased marking In 
book*, supplied lost parts to game* 
and painted faces for rag dolls. In 
course of time the one boy betaine a 
dozen, and the room* In Mis* Stuts¬ 
man's house where they worked looked 
like a Nuremberg Klnder-Splelen Fa- 
bnk. One room held the doll-dresw*, 
with tbelr gay piece* who worked 
steadily, kept up by their ho«te*s' en¬ 
thusiasm. and her hot lunch .served 
at noon 

Everyone who saw. wanted to help, 
and offer* In Increasing numbers poured 
In as the years grew; offer* of money, 
pf mechanical skill, of toy* new and 
old. Mis* Stutsman accepted all, but 
never one© asked. Her friend*’ car¬ 
riage* were kept busy Christmas eve 
from 4 o’clock until 11 delivering pack¬ 
ages 

Care 1* taken to find out who the 
children are, what their age* and what 
they want. Mts* Stutsman's aiders and 
abettor* are the school teachers, the 
district nurse*, the policemen and the 
Women’s Christian Association ward 
worker*. They know the children, even 
th* poor, who will have some kind of 
Christmas celebration, and they know 
the children who will have none. And 
these are the ones Mis* Stutsman l* 
after. 

In 1891 fifty children wore given a 
treat at an outlay of sixteen dollars 
Each child had a half pound of pure 
candy, an orange, a bog of peanuts 


and some toy appropriate to hi* age 
If a boy loved to read, he got a book; 
If he was “crazy for roller skates.'* he 
found thpm In hi* stocking; If a girl 
h 4 d never had a doll, there It wo* with 
clothes that would come off and go on. 
a doll which became in Itself a lesson 
In tidiness, since hand* must be kept 
clean to handle so gorgeous a being. 

In 1892 Miss Stutsman hod $27 In 
cash and enough toys to make Christ¬ 
mas for 117 children. Although done 
so quietly, new* of her work spread 
among her friend*, who began to put 
down her claim as among the first 
when the *plr1t began to work. One 
sent a check, another offered a car¬ 
riage for delivering, some carix* to do 
duty for weeks dressing doll8 T In the 
workrooms, and other* spent long, la¬ 
borious evening* helping verify lists 
and tl© packages. Many of these were 
high school boys and girl* who cainc 
out of school hours, putting in their 
scanty leisure under her direction. One 
girl 1^ year* old dressed a dozen dolls. 
After the holidays head* of depart¬ 
ment store* offered her toy* at cost 
price, whicji were put away until the 
next ifrason. One merchant regularly 
Instruct* hi* clerks to lay aside all 
remnant* of *a*h ribbon* and lace for 
tho annua] doll-dressing. A paper firm 
give* order*. "When Mis* Stutsman 
come* give her anything she ask* for." 
which mean* paper and twine for hun¬ 
dreds of package*. The box factory 
sends candy boxes according to her es¬ 
timate over the telephone. Her Ulm re¬ 
quest, for 700, was honored with a 
"Thank you for the privilege of con¬ 
tributing." 

Now the work last* the year round. 
Mis* Stutsman stows away bargain* 
during January sale*, order* dolls In 
June, buy* silk remnants In August, 
and dresses the pretty babies alt 
through September. October and No¬ 
vember. When It 1* learned that twen¬ 
ty-five dozen doll* were ordered last 
summer for thf* Christmas of 1909 It 
may be surmised thAt the work of 
clothing them muit take many xveek*. 
Tlie doll* are always dressed In light 
clothes—white if possible—with gay 
ribbon* and lace. A ool! In gingham 
Is never sent to one of Miss Stutsman's 
children—It Is the gingham side of life 
that la their*, the silk side that they 
want 

If Stutsman stand* a* the unknown 
benefactor, she doe* not lack testimony 
of the Joy her work has brought Into 
empty little Uvea From doctor*, vis¬ 
iting nur****, policemen and teachers 
come stories of the transformation 
upon the faces of lKtle children who 
hold the first toy all their own. 
Truant hoy* have been reformed by a 
book; fever patient* have gon© quietly 
to sleep wit* a dolly held close; a crip¬ 
pled boy spent radiant days with a set 
of pyrography tool*, an unruly girl 
was kept out of mischief by & sewing 
basket well supplied. 

Last year 60 children In Dayton had 
a Walt from Santa Claus Thl* year 
the return* are not vet In.

Danville, Ky., Dec. 4,—(Special.)— 
With the danger of a charge of mur¬ 
der being registered against him If he 
failed of success. Dr. Ephraim Mc¬ 
Dowell 100 year* ago Thursday, De¬ 
cember 9. 1909, performed the first suc¬ 
cessful operation for ovariotomy in a 
modest two-*tory frame house on Sec¬ 
ond street, thl* city. The patient wo* 
a Mr*. Crawford, and she died at the 
age of 79 years, thirty-two years after 
the operation was performed. 

The old building used a* an qffle© 
and residence by Dr. McDowell stilt 
stand* and bear* evidence of the rav¬ 
age* of time. It l* now used a* a 
tenement house and. according to local 
history. Is 126 year* old.

"The McDowell Medical Society." of 
Cincinnati, ha* had several repre- 
'sentativea In Danville recently gather¬ 
ing Information for the celebration of 
the one hundredth anniversary of the 
operation by the physicians who are 
member* of the Ohio organization 
which was formed In memory of the 
great surgeon. Local tradition ha* it 
that an angry mob awaited outride 
Dr. McDowell's office door, enraged 
over his undertaking and fully believ¬ 
ing that It would mean certain death 
to hi* patient. The operation was per¬ 


formed a third of a generation before 
anaesthetic* were known to the medical 
profession and the bravery of the nebl© 
woman who endured the pain ho* been 
a* much eulogized a* Dr. McDowell 
himself. 

• • • 

Shaft To Dr. McDowell. 


On May 14. 1819, the American and 
Kentucky Medical Association* met In 
Danville and unveiled in great splendor 
an Imposing shaft to the memory of 
the Illustrious surgeon. The land 
around the monument, embracing two 
acres in tho heart of the city, was do¬ 
nated by the town of Danville and Is 
designated "McDowell Park." The la¬ 
dles of the town keep the park In con¬ 
dition and It has become on© of the 
most beautiful center* of the city Dr 
McDowell died In Danville In IS30 at 
the agv of 59 years me wa* bom 
In Rockbridge coucvty, Virginia, and re¬ 
ceived his education at Edinburgh Uni¬ 
versity. Hundreds of his relatives »*e- 
slde In Kentucky, many of whom have 
become prominent in affairs of state. 

• ♦ • 

Unveiled In 1879. 

When In 1879 the monument to the 
memory of Dr. McDowell win un¬ 
veiled In thi* city the Governor of the 
State, officer* of the State and Na¬ 
tional Medical Associations were the 
chief speakers. The movement to erect 
the shaft was begun by the late Dr 
John D. Jaek>on, whose death occurred 
shortly thereafter. Dr. L. S. McMur- 
try. then of Danville, now* of Louis¬ 
ville. took the work up where Dt Jack, 
son quit ard pushed It to\a most jiic- 


cessful conclusion. One of the many 
addresses was delivered by Dr. Sayre, 
president of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation, and In part he said: 

"In my official capacity it Is my 
duty ns w'ell as my pleasure to bring 
to the monumental shrine the ovations 
of the entire medical profession of 
these United Slates. And I venture 
here the prediction that In all time* 
to come the Intelligent surgeon* either 
In person or In thought from every 
r$art of the civilized globe will w-ander 
here to Danville to pay their respects 
and sense of obligation to the memory 
of Ephraim McDowell, who has con¬ 
tributed more to the alleviation of 
human suffering and the prolongation of 
human life than any other member 
of the medical profession In the Nine¬ 
teenth century. 

• • • 

Tribute Tb McDowell's Genius, 

"We can scarcely comprehend the 
greatness of this man’s mind and the 
truly wonderful genius of McDoweil 
until we stop to consider whom he 
WQ8, what he did and when and where 
he did It. . A vUlus* doctor, in the 
bar.ckwood* frontier, surrounded by 
Indians and the buffalo, and almost be¬ 
yond the bound* of civilization, no 
books to refer to; with no precedent 
to guide, with no on© to consult but 
his own unaided Judgment; with no one 
to share Ute responsibility If unsuccess¬ 
ful. unaided and alone, assume* the re¬ 
sponsibility of removing a disease 
which up to that time had been con¬ 
sidered absolutely Incurable. Think for 
a moment what would have been the 
result of failure. A coroner’s Jury’, 
anti a verdict of willful murder, which 


at that time w r ould have been pro¬ 
nounced correct by the entire medical 
profession throughout the civilized 
globe. 

"All this he dared and did aasume, 
because his clear intellect had rcasont-d 
out hi* plan of procedure and hi* care¬ 
ful dissections had pointed out to him 
the path to victory And now every 
Intelligent surgeon in the world Is pe»- 
forming the operation a* occasion re¬ 
quire*, until at the present time 40.000 
years have already been added to the 
sum of human life by this one dis¬ 
covery of Ephraim McDowell.

Heroic Character of Woman. 


"Another fact strikes me very’ forci¬ 
bly. and that !» the heroic character 
of the woman who permitted thl* ex¬ 
perimental operation to be performed 
upon her. The women of Kentucky 
In that period of her early history were 
heroic and courageous, accustomed to 
brave the danger* of the tomahawk 
and scalping knife, and had more *olf- 
rellance and true heroism thap I* gen¬ 
erally found In the more refined so¬ 
ciety of dty life; and hence the cour¬ 
age of Mrs Crawford, who. conscious 
that death was inevitable from the dis¬ 
ease with which »he suffered. »o toon 
as thl* village doctor explained to her 
hi* plan of airordlng her' relief and 
convinced her that It was feasible, Im¬ 
mediately replied: 'Doctor. 1 am ready 
for the operation; please proceed hi 
once and perform IL' 

"All honor to Mrs Crawford. *Let 
her name and thAt of Ephraim M» 
Dowell pass down In history together 
as the founders of ovariotomy."

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Even Louisville ho* It* romance* In 
reel life, though often they do not come 
to light until cither one or both of the 
actors have passed forever from the 
stag** of action. The death of a well- 
knowm man about a year ago recall* a 
beautiful Instance of lifelong devotion 
that abided unto death. In earlv year* 
he n>et Mis* Fanny Casileman. one of 
the moat beautiful young wom<*n In 
the State and afterward one of the 
moat popular society women In Ken¬ 
tucky. beloved a* a woman not only of 
great beauty, but of splendid character, 
and unusual attainments. 

Thirty-one years polled by and in the 
meantime Mis* Castleman had become 
the wife of Capt. George B. East In. who 
had Just come oqt of the Civil War 
covered with the glory of daring deeds 
done In battling for the.beloved Loat 
Cause. Capt. Eastin had *erved under 
Gen. John H Morgan, an Idol of the 
Confederacy. !!• settled In Louisville, 
where he practiced the profession of 
law In w'hlch he distinguished him¬ 
self He wns elected Circuit Judge 
and later abated to the bench of th© 
Kentucky Court of Appeal*. 

The Louisville Camp of Confederate 
Veteran* 1* named George B East In 
Camp In hi* honor. 

Only one son waa born to Judge 
Eastln and Mrs. Eastln. He died to 
their great grief when only 9 year* of 
age. Mr*. Eastln Is a sister of Gen. 
John B. Castleman. Judge Eastln died 
In 1896 and Mrs. Eastln now resides In 
St. Loul*, Mo. It was after the death 
of Judge Eastln tbAt Mrs. Eastln'* 
friend of her early days saw* her after

Sen¬ 
ators Morgan and Pettu*. Sow that honor 
goa* to Maine. Senator Eugene Hal© has 
served hi* State longer than any of hi* 
colleague*. He came from the lower 
house to succeed Hannibal Hamlin and 
took hi* seat on March 3, Wl/ Senator 
William P. Fry© Is th© oldest man In 
point of years, and he Is a close second 
to Hsl© in point of service. He succeed©* 
James G Blaine, who resigned in 18tl to 
go into the Garfield Cabinet. Senator Fry* 
is one of the unique men of his day. If 
lost opportunities ran be reckoned. Sen¬ 
ator Fry© hits twice missed the presi¬ 
dency. Garfield was a worm admirer of 
Frye, and wanted him on the ticket in 
1$V>. but Frye, then a Representative and 
a power in the House, was ambltl-- 1 * to 
go Into the Senate. After consenting to 
hav© his name presented for the vice pres¬ 
idential nomination, he withdrew, and a 
f©w months later reached the summit of 


Ms ambition and took hi* place In the

Ip Texas at present the Anti-Saloon 
League is at its regular business of 
playing dirty politics.

the liberty of the citlsen. 

"A fkulty law upon the statutes may 
anything but he quickly corrected by a majority, but

It requires no stretch of the 
imagination to And points of similarity 
between conditions In Texas, where

Tennessee's tnrae normal school* have 
been located. One Is to be established 
at Memphis, one at Murfreesboro and 
one at Johnson City.. Naturally there is 
a great deal of disappointment In the 
towns that were contesting for the loca¬ 
tions and failed to land them. Smie 
twenty or more cities were in the race 
for the honor. Doubtless every one of 
these applicants had tu advantages, hut 
at this dlstunce it do<?s not seem that 
the locutions selected could have been 
Improved upon.

After Murfreesboro 
hud been selected for the site of the MM 
die Tennessee Normal, the claims of John¬ 
son City were enhanced vby geographical 
position. If the EMst Tennessee svnool hod 
then been’ located at either Dayton or 
Cleveland, the &f ddle Tennessee school 
would have been too close to It " 

When tho schools are In operation, 
and It Is probable that they will bo In 
wprking order within a year, teachers In 
the three sections of the State will find 
themselves m convenient distance of 
normal school. The establishment 
of these schools Is an Im¬ 

portant move in the direction of 
educational progress in Tennessee. It Is 
realized in Tennessee, as It has been In 
Kentucky, that one of the needs of the 
State la the better equipment of teach¬ 
ers for their duties. A teacher who li 
tho advantage of a normal pc hoot train¬ 
ing should he an Improvement on the 
teacher who lacks that training. The 
more capahlq the teachers the greater 
should be tho power for good of the 
public schools. 

Tennessee Is to be congratulated In 
the establishment of a normal system 
which promise to add so largely to the 
eduoatlona! advancement of the State.

SPLIT ALLEGED TO BE IMMINENT IN 

BAP 11ST CHURCH AS RESULT OF CONGRESS 


Controversy Between the Editor of a Religious Periodical and Presi¬ 
dent Faunce, of Brown University—Spreading of 
the Catholic Faith. 


It appears that the mild storm itirred 

8 P by certain address at the recent 
aptl.-t CongTes** wan the beginning 
*nd not the end of what may prove dls- 
a*'«rous to one of the largest religious 
bodies In America. One of the speaker* 
at the Congre»s wa* the editor of the 
principal Baptist periodical, “The Ex¬ 
aminer.” He took the conservative posl- 
tVn. while President Faunce. of Brown 
University, took the radical one The 
latter has endeavored to revise some of 
the things he *a:d. and he may have 
bc-e* misunderstood In part of his rath¬ 
er rapid and Impassioned utterances. 

He seemed to assail th* principal po¬ 
sitions long held by Baptists, vis.. Im¬ 
mersion. close communion, and abso¬ 
lute independence in congregational 
government. Concluding. he Asked 
whether there Is longer any need for a 
Baptist denomination, showing the ex¬ 
tent to which he himself Imagined he 
had gone Then he answered hls own 
queulon by outlining the High Church 
Episcopal view, and said that so long 
as such view obtained there Is need for 
a Baptist denomination to teach the 
truth Now comes the principal weekly 
periodical of hls Baptist body to say 
that there Is danger of a split In the 
denomination Ho, goes even farther, 
and says the Baptist denomination ts 
honeycombed by leaders w'ho do not 
believe either in the Bible or 
Jn the divinity of Christ. The utterance, 
considering Its source. Is disturbing In 
the extreme, especially in this time of 
efforts toward unity Here are extracts 
from It: 

• • • 

Conditions Alleged To Be Serious. 

“A serious situation confronts our 
Baptist churches The attitude of many 
lending men with regard to most cher¬ 
ished convictions has come to be one of 
open and aggressive hostility. This 1* 
true both in church order nnd Baptist 
denominational life. There Is unrnis 
takablc trend toward denial of the dl 
vlnlty of Christ. The authority of the 
New Testament Is repudiated. It cannot 
be that elements so diverse, so adverse, 
dan long remain together. They are 
working at cross purposes. Multitude* 
of Baptists are mourning to-<lay over 
the assaults of their own leaders upon 
the integrity of the Bible to which they 
arc compelled to listen, and over the 
attempts to subvert the ordinances of 
Christ in the name of a pseudo-liberal¬ 
ity. Will they always be content to 
mourn? The orthodox Congregatlonal- 
Ista were one© compelled to withdraw 
from association with the aggressive 
Vnltarlanlsm of the time. It may 
alas: It may be—that orthodox Bap¬ 
tists will And themselves reluctantly 
forced to take a similar step.”

The society Is a purely voluntary body, 
after the plan of some Protestant so¬ 
cieties. although It has received the 
cordial Indorsement of the Pope and 
bishops everywhere. Ita headquarters 
were formerly in Lyons. They were 
later moved to Paris, and recently to 
Rome. The society assists chiefly the 
secular clergy, not the regulars, al¬ 
though Its policy has always been 
broad and liberal. 


A foremost Baptist leader, accus¬ 
tomed for many years to feel the pulse 
of Baptists of the North, and to some 
extent those of the South, said w'hen 
seen concerning these utterances: 

‘These words are wonderfully like 
others that have immediately preceded 
divisions in religious bodies. Coming 
from such a source as these words do. 
they tarry weight They are backed 
by a man who stands high in Baptist 
counsels. I do not pretend to be able 
to forecast what the outcome may be. 
On the other hand. It is to be re¬ 
membered that the men who have been 
talking are extreme men. and that in 
our time there is greater tendency to 
come together than to fly apart I can¬ 
not help thinking that no real harm 
may come. Yet it 1* not to be denied 
that some things Mr. Conant says arc 
true The crisis la not yet here, but »t 
may come. I wish to ray nothing t> 
help bring it on, but I do know that 
the number of Baptists who still believe 
In the Baptist position Is considerable. 
1 know also that they will not fellow¬ 
ship with tlio6« who, under whatever 
name they call themselves, deny the 
divinity of Christ. You have the sit¬ 
uation of the moment in brief form. 1 
can do no more than wait and pray for 
better counsels.”

American Bible Society Working For 
Permanent Endowment. 

The American Bible Society Is mak¬ 
ing progress In Its efforts to secure 
$500,000 in subscriptions for Us per¬ 
manent endowment before December 
21 next In order to secure the like sum 
of $500,000 ottered by Mrs. Russell 
Sage. The bequest of Mr. John S. Ken¬ 
nedy. recently left to the society, does 
not apply to meet Mrs. Sage's offer, as 
It is for the current work of the society 
and not for the endowment. 

Far-reaching plans have been In 
operation by the society’s representa¬ 
tives throughout various parts of the 
country and in foreign lands during 
the entire year, and they are now bear. 
Ing frtrfi Gifts have come from far¬ 
away countries More than $1,000 In 
gold has been serK In from nine of the 
republics of South America that form 
the La Plata agency of th© society. 
Mission congregations In the republic 
of Mexico have sent generous contri¬ 
butions. recognising that the society 
has been instrumental In creating these 
centers. 

Even Asia Minor has sent Its offer¬ 
ings, and gifts have come from every 
part of the United States, largely from 
those In humble circumstances. With¬ 
in a few weeks a woman sent $11 that 
she had secured $i from a friend and 
had received $10 from her Sunday- 
school class as a golden wedding pres¬ 
ent. Auxiliary societies have helped, 
and many churches have taken col¬ 
lections.

CATHOLIC MISSIONS. 


Nearly $300,000 has now been sub¬ 
scribed. Twenty men and seventeen 
women have subscribed $1,000 each, or 
more. The society’s work was never 
so large and never so active as it Is 
to-day. It has eight large home agen¬ 
cies. covering more than thirty States, 
in addition to 346 auxiliary societies 
Colporteurs working under these agon- 
cles and through these auxiliaries last 
year circulated Scripture* in fnore than 
sixty-five different languages In the 
United States alone, supplying Individ¬ 
uals as well as missionaries and church 
agencies. 

In foreign lands the demand for the 
Scriptures la everywhere Increasing. 
In China the circulation for the first 
six months of this year nearly equalled 
the circulation of the entire preceding 
year. Fields are opening everywhere. 
Large expenditures have recently been 
made by the society l n connection with 
the revision of the Scriptures In th© 
Spanish language. A committee rep¬ 
resenting the mission at work In Span¬ 
ish America, together with gentlemen 
to whom Spanish ts a native tongue, 
have been at work for months com¬ 
pleting and perfecting a Spanish ver¬ 
sion of the Gospel* for use among the 
more than 60.000.000 of Spanish-speak¬ 
ing people In the world. 

Since the opening of the Philippine*, 
a land which was previously without 
the Scriptures, the society has made 
translations of the Gospels and the 
New Testament Into the chief dialects 
of the Islands, except the Tagulog. Into 
which the New Testament has been 
tran Mated by the sister society of Great 
Britain- Nearly 900.000 volumes have 
been distributed In all part* of theen 
islands. 

The circulation of the society last 
year was the beat in Its history. Its 
annual budget Is nearly $600,000. and 
ought to be *1.000.000 a yeat;. Every 
missionary agency at home and abroad 
recognises th© value of the work of 
the society as fundamental It needs 
an endowment In order that the fluc¬ 
tuations In Its annual Income may not 
disturb the steady advance of Its work 
at home and abroad.

W ASHINGTON. Dec. 3.—When 
Mrs. Taft first entered the 
White House she saJd to 
several friends of her-a: 
-Just because my husband Is President, 
I am not going to be a slave. t 
What she meant by this remark (a© 
she explained) was that she did not 
propose to spend laborious days In per¬ 
forming social duties of an official kind 
—the sort of work that kept Mrs. 
Roosevelt more % or less tired out 
through seven long years. Her Idea 
was to take things os easy os possible. 

For one thing, and to start with, 
Mrs Taft decided that she would 
make the WhJte House more homelike. 
She found the front door of the man¬ 
sion guarded night and day by police¬ 
men. as If It were a public building. 
Dismissing them, she put In their place 
two line-looking colored men. In hand¬ 
some but unostentatious livery, whose 
duty it is to receive visitors and ex¬ 
clude the uninvited. Just as In any lux¬ 
urious private establishment. 

Various detectives, occupied under 
the previous Administration in dodging 
about the grounds, were told that their 
services would no longer be required. 
8he reorganised the staff of servants, 
twenty-six In number: and, as a final 
stroke, she decided that she did not 
want an official steward—that pompous 
major domo who since time Immemo¬ 
rial. In obedience to established cus¬ 
tom. haa guarded the crockery, bought 
the meats and wine*, and superintended 
a * 

t the White House. 

Instead of a steward. Mrs. Taft de¬ 
cided that she would have a house¬ 
keeper—a woman, to do a woman’s 
work. And. to fill the position, she 
chose a gentlewoman. Mrs. Jaffray—a 
clever and competent peraon. who does 
all the marketing herself, and controls 
all the ordinary domestic expenditures 
paying for everything, and submitting 
her accounts for final audit to the Pres¬ 
ident’s wife. 

Through all her married life Mrs. 
Taft hh* been the wife of a poor man 
Twenty-odd years ago. when her hus^ 
band was Solicitor General—a high- 
titled office with very moderate pay at¬ 
tached—she lived In Washington not 
many blocks from the Roosevelts. 
Theodore being at that time a Com¬ 
missioner of the Civil Service. Rut Mr. 
Roosevelt wus a man of considerable 
private means, through inheritance 
from WIs rather, the glass merchant.

while the Tafts had very little besides 
Mr. Taft’s salary. The Toft children 
and the Roosevelt children were bom 
almost synchronously, and the two 
families were very intimate. 

Funny how things turn out, is It not? 
But—to come back to Mrs. Taft—up to 
the time of her entrance Into the White 
House she had no experience of living 
on a luxurious scale. Suddenly she 
found herself provided with a palace to 
dwell in—a palace more completely and 
admirubly equipped than any royal 
residence in Eurojn*—and obliged to 
maintain it on a scale of magnificence 
nothing short of regal. Think, if you 
please, of the difficulties? 

Mrs. Taft, however, decided to make 
as little as possible of the difficulties. 
It was her Idea that most of the prob¬ 
lems might be left to take care of 
themselves. She proposed to conduct

the affairs of the Executive Mansion 
exactly as If it were the house of a 
private citizen of large meant*—barring 
the fact that, unavoidably. It must be 
opened on certain occasions for public 
receptions and official entertainments. 

Fortunately. Mr* Taft Is relieved to 
a great extent of domestic cares by the 
housekeeper, Mrs. Jaffray. All she has 
to do In such mattes Is to exercise a 
general supervision. In the morning, 
after breakfast (which Is at S 30 
o'clock), she has a consultation with 
Mrs. Jaffray. and decides such ques¬ 
tions as have to be submitted to her. 
Th©re may be certain things In the way 
of food supplies, for example, which 
she specially wants. 

The food problem at the White House 
Is one of no small Importance, the 
quantities of provisions and groceries 
required for so large a household be- 


Ing very great—wKhout reckoning the 
extra supplies demanded for entertain¬ 
ing. Under the present Administration, 
however, comparatively little entertain¬ 
ing of a general character Is done. No 
longer, as during the Roosevelt regime, 
do cow punchers, rough riders, foreign 
dignitaries, clergymen. Journalists and 
people of all sort© meet on an lndis- 
crimintvt© fooling about the White 
House lunch table every day. Instead, 
Mrs. Ta/t holds a sort of Informal re¬ 
ception nearly every afternoon, to 
which a limited number of friends are 
invited. 

After finishing her business with the 
houseke«q>er. Mrs. Taft summons hef 
secretary. Miss Alice Blech, and attends 
to her correspondence. Her Micro, be¬ 
fore eb*r receives them, however, have 
gone through n certain w#*©dlng-out 
process.

T ALK about big ships and big 
guns has been so common of 
late that we have come to think 
of the mere slxe of scacoaat 
and naval ordmyic© as the thing of first 
Importance. This, however, Is far from 
being tho^chlef concern of ordnance 
experts In the Army and the navy, says 
a writer In the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger. Leading ordnance officers In 
the navy* look upon the new 14-!nch 
gun as a mere experiment, and It is 
regarded as very’ doubtful |f this gun 
or any like it will ever be aeon in a 
turret. By some it Is predicted that 
•uch a gun Is In tho very' first Instance 
Impracticable, because of Its high tnux- 
xlc velocity, which must t»i»on erode 
the lining and shorten the life of the 
gun to the period of a single target 
practice. 

The now 14-Inch gins that have 
been made by the Army Ordnance De¬ 
partment for seacoast defense are by 
many supposed to be similar to the 
navy gin. This Is far from the fact. 
<Th« army guns are really, If wo may 
soy It. a step backward tu» to slxe. That 
Is. while they are larger than th© 12- 
Inch aeacofist defenro gun In use In 
nearly every fort on both roasts, they 
are sm/iller guns than the Kndicott 
board eighteen year* ago decided on for 
•earoaM defense. 

That was the time when the 16- 
ineb gun seemed tho type of greatest 
promise, and it was decided that eight¬ 
een of these guns should bo built and 
mounted In the defense of New York. 
Eight were to be used at Boston, slx- 
toen at San Francisco and four at 
Hampton Roads. But there have been 
numerous wars snee the Endcott board 
elaborated Its scheme of national de¬ 
fense. Much has been learned since 

and. In fact, the whole science of war 
been rr\oIutlon1z«^d as thoroughly 
os naval warfare was nearly fifty years 


ago by the victory of the Monitor over 
the M err I mac. 

As far as mere size waa concerned, 
^ th a t at the close of the 
Civil War In th« huge Rodmans, with 
their twenty-lnoh bore* and their 100 - 
pound shells of cast Iron. It was soon 
discovered that the monowist Rodmans 
lacked strength, and the modern Idea of 
rooking heavy guns In sections of stvel 
oania In.

It Is only within the last three or 
four yeara that the b« v, *< army and 
navy expert* on high explosives have 
wilixed the fact that the slxe of guns 
and the power of the Fhell that waa to 
be laid down at any given range were 
the two main factors for th<*lr consid¬ 
eration. T he war between Japan and 
Russia taught them that the Idea of 
positive penetration of armor plate whs 
not the point of first Importance iti 
ordnance. Now the aim U to make 
heavy guns freight curriers— to lav 
down as big a cargo of high explosive* 
as near the mark u* possible, and then 
let detonation do the rest 

The-. , fore, tho fourteen-inch gun has 
come, and It Is a child «*f genius ir 
tho man who made two blade- of grass 
to grow where before was but one 
should b© held to l>e a benefactor, then 
the man who devised the fourteen-inch 
gun should he held to be a benefactor 
also; he has certainly created a peace¬ 
maker.

th© shooting our navy did at Santiago, 
said before a committee of Congress 
last year that but a Uttle more than 2 
per cent, of shots were hit* and that 
mieh shooting would now be regarded 
as a disgrace to the navy. The \»*ry 
heavy gun cannot be lond**d and fired 
with the accuracy or the rapidity neces¬ 
sary to th*' best results. 

Furthermore. It is very easily demon¬ 
strated that the high-powered gun must 
have a very short Ilf© If handled as our 
present 12-ineh navy guns ore used. 
This was shown in the Tsushima Strait 
fight between Togo’* fleet and tlmt of 
Rojeatvensky. The Japanese went into 
that flght with thMr guns hadly worn 
by target practice. But for their supe¬ 
rior marksmanship vnnd maneuvering, 
with th© advantage of their Shlrooee 
explosive, which was essentially Ident¬ 
ical with our high explosive for the last 
four or five years, they would not hav© 
had such an rosy victory. 

Erosion of the lining of the high- 
powered gun must be a factor always 
to be tnk« v n Into account. The navy can 
use hlgh-muzzlc velocities and wear out 

Hhlps arc continually returning to their 
*iriH far repairs and overhauling, and 
tho big guns can be hoisted out. re-lined 
and put hack In place without any Very 
gn u cost. But seacoast defense guns 
cannot be burned up In thiF way and 
reltned with ’Ut grej* e*»t in tr;»nqK»r- 
tatlon Therefore, a lower velocity was 
decided upon, and t > secure the heaviest 
blow consistent with the life of the gun 
the new 14-lnch gun waa devised. 

The present twelve-Inch gun of rh© 
nv*h-l >f 1900 uses a projectile weigh¬ 
ing 1.000 pounds, with .t velocity .»f 
2.f>00 fe«t per second. With t hese con¬ 
ditions of use the Ilf© of the gun Is 
about sixty round*. Such a gun may 
h»- fired forty-five times In tin hour. 
If we Imagine an attack on any of <»ur 
coast defences w© m.ty easily allo-.v 
tw*o hour* to the struggle Thus it 
would happen that th*-*. big guns with

Ik? at least two hours between the time 
that the first ship of the enemy would 
come within range to the time that 
the last one would pans by and out 
of range. In that Urn© th© average 
gun of high muzzle velocity would be 
worn out. 

To meet this difficulty It was decided 
to reduce the caliber, and thus b© able 
to employ a heavier blow w.ith nigh 
explosive With those changes the Ilf© 
of the big gun runs up to 200 rounds 
Instead »f .sixty. with th© high muz¬ 
zle velocity. The innver to pierce ar¬ 
mor would be le*e. It Is true, but the 
effectiveness of the gun wpuld be In- 
dreused rath*T than diminished, owing 
to the great power of high explosives. 
The twelve-inch gun. under the condi¬ 
tion* of slower tire, would b© able to 
pierce only nine-inch plate at 10.OO<» 
yards, where before It pierced plate 
ten xind a half Inches thick. Its p>\ver 
to pierce tweivc-lneh plate would be 
reduced from 8,000 yard* to 6,000 yards.

J U8T because. ©very Monday morn¬ 
ing. when you pick up your fa¬ 
vorite newspaper, you are likely 
to run across a special dispatch 
containing tho essence of the lAtest 
words of wisdom that Mr. John D. 
Rockefeller gave away without price the 
day before to his Bible class In Cleve¬ 
land. you shouldn’t cultivate the Im- 
prewdon that Mr. Rockefeller Is the only 
well-known American "multi" who takes 
a deep and active Interest in religious 
work. 

He’s so far from being our only man 
of givat wealth who Is an active re¬ 
ligious worker that, strange as It may 
seem (when taken In connection with 
Mr. Rockefeller’s well-known business 
habits), he hasn’t even one of the 
world’s largest Bible school classes for 
mon.-jttuft's to be found In Franklin. 
Pa.—-nor yet the most famous—that’s to 
be found In Philadelphia. And each of 
these Bible classes Is Instructed every 
Bundsv by a man who counts hia wealth 
In million lots. 

In fact, when It comes down to cases, 
the Keystone State sefema to have a 
larger j^oportlonate number of well- 
known millionaire* actively engaged In 
Sunday-school and ether sorts of re¬ 
ligious work than any of the other 
Statics, not even excepting New York, 
whose largest village la popularly sup¬ 
posed to contain so many millionaires 
within Its boundaries that K Is almost 
impossible to keep them out of tho most 
restricted circles, oven, and have any¬ 
thing at all recognizable loft of tho 
circles. 

But as for Pennsylvania, whoso steel 
and coal Industries don’t mako more 
than a* score or so of millionaires every 
profane day in the year—tho mills and 
mines closing down on Sundays, a* 
course—there’s Gen. Charles Miller, 
founder and head of that Stale's largest 
men’s Bible class; and there’s John 
Wan&maker. founder and head of that

Son of a Minister. 


Mr. Converse Is' the son of a Con* 
gregational minister who was so poor 
as to be unable to give his children ©a 
adequate education, and he start'd 
work at an early nge so that the father 
could devote his meagey fund* to the 
education of hi* four daughters. At 
the age of 16 he began hanging around 
a telegraph office where a friend of his 
, was operator, and In a remarkably 
short time he had mastered the nrt of 
the dots ami dashes. Then he secured 
a position a* operator and. in this way: 
earned the money with which he pjud 
for a course In the University of Ver¬ 
mont. During the long vacations ho 
also taught school. 

Three day* after his graduation from 
the University Mr Converse became a 
member of the editorial force of tho 
Burlington (Vt ) Times, where he re¬ 
mained three years. He had picked up 
shorthand . In the meantime and. in 
1S64, he was able to accept the position 
of chief clerk of the Chicago and North¬ 
western Railway. Two years later ha 
was promoted to bo chief clerk to tha 
general superintendent of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad with his headquarters 
in Altoona. Four years later, when ha 
wa* 30 years old, ne went to Philadel¬ 
phia to enter the office force of th# 
Baldwin Locomotive Work* and when 
this Arm reorganized In 1873. he be¬ 
came a partner and assumed the active 
management.

The Largest Bible Class.

In the very h$art of this district 
stands Holy Trinity church. Every 
Sunday morning, about 9 o’clock, there 
enters the doors of thla most fashion¬ 
able of all Philadelphia’s placa* of 
worship a tali, wed-built young man, 
with keen eye*, a ready stnlle. the 
springing step and the clear skin be¬ 
tokening the athlete In good training. 
He swings In his right bond a plain, 
silver-headed walking stick and under 
Ms arm Is a black-bound Bible. Ho 
enters the Sabbath-school room, greet* 
all comers and. promptly at 9:30 he i* 
teaching his Bible class of thirty-live 
mambena 

This Is Anthony J. Drexel-Biddle, 
millionaire scion of Philadelphia’s blu¬ 
est blooded family, traveler, athlete, 
boxer, musician, quiet philanthropist 
and all-around "good fellow/* who has 
suffered somewhat In his general repu¬ 
tation by being known to the public 
almost entirely through his pugilistic 
feats—as the millionaire who has boxed 
with Jack Johnson. Jack O’Brien. Stan¬ 
ley Ketchel and Al. Kaufman, to men¬ 
tion only a few of the best of them. 

But to his class of thirty-five Bible 
students he Is known as an earnest 
worker for the good of his fellow man. 
HI* code Is the code of a strenuous 
modem Christianity that leame to give 
and take hard knocks physically as well 
as morally, and that uses youth’a nat¬ 
ural love of muscular exertion as a 
means of grace. 

Three yevvrs ago "Tony" Biddle start¬ 
ed hi* Bible class with two members. 
To-day it l» still growing, and the 
members range In age from the youth 
of 14 to the three oldest members whose 
age* ore respectively 67, 60 and 66. 
Three of them are Syrians In the rug 
business and over half are young men 
lust starting their business careers as 
embryo doctors, lawyer*, clerks and 
salesmen. This class it* leader in¬ 
structs until 11 o’clock and then at¬ 
tend* the regular church service. But 
this is not his only work with his pu¬ 
pil* Their activities have grown *o 
much that they spend most of the 
week together and they are planning to 
do y#t more In the near future. 

• • • 

Gymnasium Work, Too. 

All this came about through Mr. 
Biddle’s love of gymnastic work. He 
started among the members of the Bible 
class the Holy Trinity Brotherhood 
Gymnastic Association, and a gymna¬ 
sium was fitted up In the parish house. 
Here he and the class meet two night* 
e week, giving Monday evening to the 
Instruction of the negroes of the neigh¬ 
borhood and Thursday to the white 
people. So beneficial did this work 
prove not only physically but morally 
that Mr. Biddle was asked If he could 
not start a similar ’movement In tha 
church of St. John the Evangelist. Mt% 
Biddle consulted with hi* class and 
they determined to try. St. John's is 
the largest Protestant Episcopal parish 
In Philadelphia, but It Is away down in 
tho southern section at Third and Reed 
streets, and its Sunday-school had al¬ 
most run to seed for lack of com¬ 
petent teachers and popular Interest.. 

Mr. Biddle and hLs Bible da** soon 
changed aJl this. On October 4 of this 
year they took charge. In a little over 
a month they had doubted the attend¬ 
ance. They opened a men’s club with 
sixteen members and four wveks later 
they had thirty-three, all promising to 
bring more. A little later they opened 
a branch of the Holy Trinity Brother¬ 
hood Gymnastic Association there and 
in a few* weeks it. too, was a flourish¬ 
ing success. 

In hi* downtown work Mr. Biddle Is 
assisted by his entire Bible class. He 
himself was chosen superintendent of 
St. John’s Sunday-school, and h< sp«mds 
every Sabbath afternoon there, being 
continuously at work in the church 
from 2:3<* until 6 o’clock. On Friday 
evenings he ha* the men’s club and 
gymnasium class, and It begins to look 
as though In would have to set aside 
another evening in the week In addition 


to cope wtth the growing work of the 
revivifying congregation. 

One result of this work at St. John’s 
Is that two other churches In other sec¬ 
tions of the city have sent Mr. Biddle 
urgent appeal# for help, and he pro¬ 
poses to turn In and work for them 
until he has them started on the road 
to prosperity. He 1* now arranging 
with his class to systematise tho work 
so that he can assign certain competent 
member* to each branch while he goes 
from one to tho oilier, visiting two or 
three In an evening, teaching a Bible 
class here, boxing with a young ath¬ 
lete at another, and attending to club 
meetings at another. 

To-day be devotee four evenings a 
week and all day Sunday to the work. 
Yet ho finds time to do regular gym¬ 
nastic exercise In Ms private gymna¬ 
sium, to box frequently with J&ck 
O’Brien, his favorite pugilist, to study 
singing and give ooncerts In which 
he Is down for several numbers, to at¬ 
tend to the social duties necessary 
for a man of bis position, and to lend 
a helping hand to almost anyone who 
Is In hard luck through no fault or 
wrongdoing. 

But he is moat ambitious for the suc¬ 
cess of hi* plan* ho la now maturing 
to make hi* strenuous idea of pugna¬ 
cious Christianity spread until It Is 
represented by & colony In every sec¬ 
tion of the city.

Mr. Wanamaker’s Work. 


Before Mr. Biddle entered the work. 
Philadelphia’s only wealthy Bible cl&es 


leader was John Wmuwnaker. who flf- 
ty-tnfo years ago formed what ha* long 
been the work!’* most famou* organiza¬ 
tion of the sort—tho Bethany Sunday- 
school Bible ckui*, Jjut one of it* cre¬ 
ator's numerous church act 1 rule*. 

In reality, Mr. Wuxuunaker’# Sunday 
begin* on Saturday night, when ho 
presides over the meeting of the Beth¬ 
any Sunday-school teacher* At 9 
o’clock the next morning there is a 
meeting of the "Inner Circle," the lead¬ 
ers of the Brotherhood of Andrew and 
Philip. Mr. Wanamuker presides. From 
9:30, for an hour, the entire brother¬ 
hood meet*, six or seven hundred 
strong, and Mr. Whnamoker 1* again 
In the chair. After that he goes to the 
regular church service, snatches a bite 
of lunch and la ready for the work of 
the afternoon. 

For many years during tho sum¬ 
mer month*, when hl» fumJly occupied 
their suburban home In Jenklntown. the 
millionaire appeared at Bethany each 
Sabbath morning, a workingman’s din¬ 
ner pull slung over his arm. and he 
sat In tho church rooms and ate his 
snack at the noon hour. But. In recent 
years, fits health ha* not allowed this 
tampering with his stomach and his 
physicians have ordered that he give 
u little more time to this midday* meal. 

At 2 o’clock the work again begin*. 
The Bethany Sunday-school la divided 
on the old Biblical plan, a tltheman 
over each ten men, and Leaders 
over each ten of tlu^e. At 2 o'clock, 
then, the tlthemen meet, with Mr Wan. 
amaker presiding. Their buMnctu* keep* 
them for haLf an hour and promptly at 


2:30 Mr. Wanamoker begins the open¬ 
ing exercises of tbs dunday-eahoo^ last¬ 
ing half an hour. In thla half hour 
none can enter or leave the room. Each 
door 1* shut off by a rope and each rope 
1* tended by a guard. The rule is strict. 
The discipline Is military. As a result, 
no one is a few minutes late, as in 
every Sunday-school. Everybody is & 
little ahead of dm* so as not to be shut 
out. 

• • • 

Students of All Agee. 


At 3 o’clock the work of the world- 
famous Bethany Sunday-school begins, 
with Mr. Wananmker in the presiding 
officer’s chair. For an hour there Is the 
steady hum of st ud km* voices, voices 
both old and yrjung, for there are white- 
haired students of hO and more who 
have been students almost since the 
school began llfty-two years ago. 

At 4 o’clock Sunday-school is over. 
The teacher* and visitors wall and 
gather 1 n the front seat. Mr. Wana- 
maker Is ready for hie weekly "twenty- 
mlnute talk" with them. The talk* 
often stretch into an hour and some¬ 
times more, but they ara always known 
a* the "twenty-minote talk*.’’ Tin* 
ends Mr. Wonamoker’s toll for the day 
if he U living in hl\ suburban home. 
If. however, he !* occupying hi* town 
house the evening And* him again at 
the church to attend the meeting of 
the Christian Endeavor Society. 

During tho four years that he was 
Postmaster General, Mr. Wanamoker 
traveled from Washington to Philadel¬ 
phia every Saturday night In time for 


tho teacher*’ meetings, did his Sunday 
work, «zi A was at hi* departmental 
desk on Monday morning. To-day, 
when he practically Uvea In New York, 
he makes similar weekly trip* for the 
same purpose. 

If at any time you would like to 
locate the third rich Philadelphian who 
is actively Interested In religious work 
you would do well to seek out In an 
out-of-the-way comer on the seventh 
floor of the Witherspoon building, the 
door bearing the following legend: 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY’S COMMIT¬ 
TEE ON EVANOELISTIC WORK. 

John H. Converse, chairman.

It 1* a moot unimpressive office that 
you will enter. Not much larger than 
the kind of room that would be en¬ 
gaged by a man of modest means 
starting u email business of his own. 
It has been partitioned so that one part 
of it ha* Just about space enough for 
one desk, two chairs and a table, shut 
off for privacy from the rest. Yet from 
this desk go out th# plans which are 
guiding the great world's evangelistic 
movement of the Prcsbytertan Church, 
& movement which htu* spread with 
such enlivening effect over the churches 
of America, England, the Continent of 
Australia, that It Is rapidly becoming 
the greatest power In Presbyterlanlsfn. 

At the little desk, on three afternoons 
a week, you wlU find an earnest, keen 
man, white-haired and with white mus¬ 
tache. the strong mouth and Jaw* hear- 
Ing out the incisive energy of the deep 
eyes, the whole attitude And atmos¬ 
phere of the worker suggesting Infinite 
sincerity and untiring devotion to the 
duties before him. 

Itefore him will he a mass of cor¬ 
respondence fr>m all part* of the world 
—letters dealing with a mulUifUcIty of 
details which would tax the brain and 
body of any ordinary man even If he 


had no other work In life to occupy 
hi* time. But this man attends to It 
all, refusing to turn over to assist¬ 
ants what he thinks he can take cam 
of better himself, taking up each mut¬ 
ter os it comes to hand and disposing 
of it with a thoroughness whose rapid¬ 
ity is almost startling. 

• • • 

Business Methods. 


He 1*. a* he kooks, a business man. 
bringing business methods to bear upon 
the work of the church. He Is doing 
for the Presbyterian Church Just what 
h# did when. In 1S73, he took virtual 
charge of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works and s«*nt their output ami their 
profits soaring Into such staggering 
figures that they are the wonder, of the 
Industrial world to-day 

The man is John H. Converse, multi¬ 
millionaire. philanthropist, Christian 
business man and the most prominent 
lay member of his denomination. 

In his office at tho locomotive works, 
half a mJle or more to the north on 
Broad stredt. he Is a hard man ( 
to unless your business makes it abso¬ 
lutely Imperative that he give it his jK-r- 
sonal attention. He deals with the big 
things of the business now. but when ho 
first took charge ho deaR with the little 
things a* well, handling the minor de¬ 
tails until they were In such shape that 
he could safely turn them over to sub¬ 
ordinates. That Is what he is doing now 
In his church work; he Is systematizing 
ft and getting it Into smooth running 
order and he is attending to all detail*, 
so that, if you want to see John il. 
Converse about something not so Im¬ 
portant, this is the place to do It, here 
where he Is deep In masses of corre¬ 
spondence and where he 1* open to any 
suggest 1 ! on that may result In th<* 
spreading of the evangelistic movement. 

Thle Interest In the revival movement 


of his church la pot a new hobby of the 
millionaire. He has been Its guiding 
spirit for eight years of hard work. 

In 1901 his attention was called to the 
fact thait tho churches generally were 
not In as vigorous spiritual condition a* 
might be exjM-cted. When the Prosby- 
tet lan General Assembly met In Phila¬ 
delphia in May of that year, he called 
this matter to Its attention and It ap¬ 
pointed on evangelistic committee. wRh 
Mr. Converse aa chairman. The serv¬ 
ices of the Rev. Wilbur E. Chapman 
were secured &* corresponding secretary, 
and on evangelistic effort was begun 
which, from the very first, produced the 
most satlsfttcttory results. 

In 1904 the General Assembly author¬ 
ized theVvangelistlc committee to enter 
into relations with other denominations, 
and os a result revivals were held In all 
the cities In the country. In the making 
of all these plan* John H- Converse was 
the guiding spirit and upon his shoul¬ 
der* fell the moat onerous work. But ho 
felt that the movement was good and 
that It ehould bo wld**ned In It* scope, 
and so. largely at his initiative, the Gen¬ 
eral AesemWy of 1909 authorized his 
committee to arrange for a wtorld-wlde 
evangelistic effort. The first resuR of 
thla wag the Australian visit of Chap- 
man and Alexander, the latter famous 
for his work with Torrey. In the An¬ 
tipodes they carried on one of the most 
extraordinary revival* ever held any¬ 
where. 

Mr. Converse has recently completed 
plana which Involve evangelistic effort 
throughout Europe In co-operation with 
th* Protestant churches both of Great 
Britain and the Continent. In all of 
thl* the millionaire gives freely not only 
of hi triune but of his tlreles* 

energy and business genius as well. 

But Mr. Converse’s Interest in his 
church Is not confined to Its evangelis¬ 
tic movements. He Is chairman of th* 
business committee of. the board of 
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Mf?. A NO MRS. xJ. C. MAXWELL. 


GUESTS AT THE BARBECUE. 


(Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.) 

S PRINKLE. Tex.. Dec. 1.—J. a 
Maxwell gave a barhecuo to 
about sixty of hi# former slavea 
and their descendants the other 
day. The great feast took place In a 
beautiful grove of live oak tree# upon 
Mr. Maxwell’s farm. It was an outdoor 
event that was highly enjoyed by th* 
negro*#, who w«?r* th© Invited guest*, 
and by Mr. and Mrs. Maxwell, who were 
on hand to see that nothing was 
omitted that would add to the pleasure 
of the occasion. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Maxwell came to 
Texas from Virginia fifty-one years ago 
they brought with them twenty-five 
negro slaves. They located upon a 
large farm six miles from Austin, near 
where the town of sprinkle Is now 
situated. When the way camo on Mr. 
Maxwell was one of the first to go from 
this section. He left his slaves In 
charge of his plantation and to look 
after the affairs of his home during his 
absence. At the close of th* war, Mr. 
Maxwell found himself in bad financial 
condition. He owed a large sum of 
money upon hU plantation and on top 
of this his slave* were free. The faith¬ 


ful old servant* grieved very much when 
they learned that they wer* to stay no 
longer with th* Maxwell faintly. In re- 
spons* to their pleadings, Mr. Maxwell 
agreed to keep all of hts slaves until 
they could arrange to get a start tn the 
world for themselves. They remained 
with him for several months until they 
could find new locations. All of them 
wanted to be near Mr. and Mrs. Max¬ 
well. and they rented land all around 
the plantation, establishing one of the 
most remarkable negro communities In 
the South. 

The former slaves prospered to a 
wonderful degree. Mr Maxwell helped 
each of them to get a start. He pro¬ 
vided them with food and clothing dur¬ 
ing the hard years when they had failed 
with their crops- He made It a part 
of his daily duty to look after the 
welfare of the men. women and’chil¬ 
dren of the community. They came to 
him whenever In need of advice, wheth¬ 
er in regard to their farms or on some 
question of a more confijh*ntiitl nature. 
So well did these negroes net along that 
they were able to purchase the farms 
which they originally rented. Some of 
them are worth from 115.000 to 125,000. 
They have raised families of children 


who hav© been given the advantage* of 
education. 

Of th© twenty-five slaves whom Mr. 
and Mra Maxwell brought to Taxa* 
with them from Virginia, seven are still 
alive and make their home In the 
Sprinkle community. The descendant* 
of the original twenty-flv© slaves now 
number 14S men. women and children. 
At the time Oklahoma was opened for 
settlement a number of the younger 
families moved there and located upon 
land* which have Increased very much 
In valu© sine* then. Although some of 
the negro©# ar© scattered they never 
forgot Mr and Mrs. Maxwell They 
often write to them for advice, and 
whenever they visit the old community 
they coll upon their benefactors 

It ha* been the aim of Mr Maxwell 
to teach the negroes how they should 
conduct their farms hud other business 
affairs. He has inculcated thrift In all 
of them. Unlike most negroes, the 
younger *et of the Sprinkle community 
are not shiftless; they have been taught 
to work and sav# their money. Al¬ 
though they have received the advan¬ 
tage of a common school education It 
has not caused them to wont to be¬ 
come preacher*, teachers or lawyers, a* 


Is usually the rase. Most of them are 
living upon farms, where they are In¬ 
dustrious and contented. 

The seven original slave* who still 
Uvo In the Sprinkle community and 
who atended the recent barbecue range 
In age from 75 to 85 year*. Aunt Fan¬ 
nie Tucker and Uncle M«u»e Fraction 
wer* the oldest one* present, and they 
showed that they felt the Importance 
of the occasion Aunt Fannie ha* been 
at the "head" of the family for many 
years, and ahe rules over the younger 
folk* with a rigorous hand. Even Mr. 
and Mr*. Maxwell are given her mdst 
solicitous care- She greatly feared that 
her former "tnassa and missus" would 
overdo thomselvet at the barbecue. In 
a flutter of excitement she busied her¬ 
self looking after their wants and com¬ 
forts. 

“Now, Matvao. ef yo^ don* quit eat- 
in* so much o’ dls ye re hog meat you 
gwlne ter be tuck down wlf misery to¬ 
night," eho cautioned Mr. Maxwell, who 
wo* enjoying the roast pig with which 
the long table was loaded down. 

’"I Ju«* decktr’ dese yer© Chilians 
ain't got no sense *utU when dry gets 
whar somethin* good’s ter eat," she as¬ 
serted os she watched the black horde 


sweep down upon the banquet table. 

Mr. and Mrs. Maxwell had a* their 
guart* several whit© friend*. Young 
beef and several pigs were roosted to 
a delicious turn in the barbecue 
trenches under the direction of Mr. and 
Mrs. Maxwell. The table was made of 
boards and was located under the 
branches of live oak tree*. The negroes 
with their smiling, shiny faces were 
In an eestacy of delight as they 
watched the preparations for the bar¬ 
becue and helped with the work. 

When everything was ready for the 
banquet to begin Mr. Maxwell gave the 
signal and the long benches which sur¬ 
rounded the table were soon filled with 
the eager throng. 

"Tills l* one time when you white 
folks will have to wait for second ta¬ 
ble." Mr. Maxwell told his guest*. 

The negro©** were waited on by Mr. 
and Mr*. Maxwell, who piled up their 
plates w’fth the many good things that 
had been prepared for the occaslon- 
Perfect decorum was observed. Tho 
gueats felt the Importance of the oc¬ 
casion. Not for the world would one 
have committed an aot of rudeness 
that would show that they had not 
been properly "brought up’’ hy old 


"massa and missus." At the same time 
there was no solemnity about the event. 

Mr. and Mrs. Maxwell and their 
white guestB who sat down at "second 
table" were showered with attention# 
at t/he hand* of devoted negroes. Aunt 
Fannie finally came to the rescue. 

"’You ails ain a-coten ‘tlrely too 
much." she said. 

The white folks took the hint and 
the Imnqiiet cam© to a close. 

When the remains of the feast had 
been cleared uw&y the negroes were 
free to enjoy themselve# os they chose. 
They spent the afternoon at nmuse- 
merit* of different kinds. Gathered 
around Mr. and Mrs. Maxwell, many 
reminiscences of ante-bellum day# 
wens exchanged. 

"I don’t know when I have enjoyed 
a day more.” Mr. Maxwell said that 
evening when the negroes hod departed 
for their respective home*. Their eongs 
fUnited hack to him and mingled with 
the rumbling of their ouggles and 
wagons. "I wanted to see the old 
sLavt* and their families together once 
more and give thorn & day of genuine 
enoymonL I ain glad I have given 
them such a good time. They are good 
negroes—the best In the country/' 


Like Mr. Converse, th# leader of 
Pennsylvania’s largest men’# Bible 
clfLH#, Gen. Charles Miller, erf Franklin. 
Pa., had to earn his own millions, and 
he Htnrted In doing it on a wage of Ju*t 
$8 a week. Of the sort of oil that he 
put# on the market he has practically 
a monopoly, and It is out of this prod¬ 
uct that he has garnered his great 
wealth, much of which he ha* employed 
to beautify his home town, which, aft¬ 
er his family and hts Bible cta^. Is the 
thing closest* to his heart. 

Gen Miller—who. by the way, got 
his title as a member of the.National 
Guard—organized his class thirty-seven 
years ago wtth five of the worst boys In 
ail Franklin du» the foundation. To-day 
its membership is close to seven hun¬ 
dred By birth Its founder Is an Alsa¬ 
tian. having been brought to thla coun¬ 
try when a lad. 

In Cvrus H McCormick Chicago haa 
n \©ry wealthy religious worker who 
inherited his money. But unlike Mr. 
Rockefeller et al. he is not an lnetruo* 
tor In religious teachings, nor doe* he 
lead a Sunday-school, choir, or young 
men’s club. But when it come* to giv¬ 
ing his moral or financial support. Mr. 
McCormick Is never failing. HVs ac¬ 
tivity in religious affairs tends more to¬ 
ward the administrative aide of that 
work. , , 

It Is In connection with hi* work m 
behalf of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association that Mr McCormick 
up atrrmg as m religious man. In 1879 
the Chicago Y M. C. A. was a merg 
struggling mission. It wo* at. thl* time 
that Mr McCormick and two of hla 
wealthy college friends were graduated 
from college and returned to Chicago. 
They met and decided to assist the 
struggling Y MCA and agreed to 
stand bv It to the end That thla com¬ 
pact was fully carried out Is exempli¬ 
fied In the organization a* It U bwday. 
one of the finest Y M C A.’* In the 
United State* Mr McCormick and his 
immediate fumtly at various time* havo 
contributed to the Y. M. C. A. about 
1300 000. and he has been the means or 
gathering for U among his friend# and 
others more than $500,006. 

• • • 

Religious Work of Mr. Morgan. 

Of New York’s rich men who take an 
active Interest in rcllglou* work, un¬ 
questionably among th* mo*t prominent 
Is none other than J. Pierponi Morgan. 
A short time ago he was In regular at¬ 
tendance at the diocesan convention of 
th© Episcopal church, held In New York 
City, and continually took part In the 
matters up for discussion. He also reg.

"William Brown remained for a tlm* 
in Kentucky after his arrival in 1782, 
and then returned to Virginia to se¬ 
cure land for himself and Ills brother 
Patrick; and he had patented to hlm- 
M»lf in 1784 a large tract of land on 
the west fork of Nolyn about three 
mile# north of where the present town 
of H'*dgc*nvllle stands, which he divid¬ 
ed with his brother Patrick, and lo¬ 
cated on th© other half himself; and 
under an oak selected by himself on 
that tract of lurid hi* remain* wero 
burled In 1825." 

It will be observed that the manu¬ 
script speaks of Brown's Hun a# th* 
one on which the buttle wa* fought, 
but this Is not true, as Brown'* Hun 1# 
three mile# north of Indian Hun and 
empties Into Salt River, while the man¬ 
uscript says the *>trenm on which tha 
buttle took place emptied Into Rolling 
Fork, and as Indian Hun t* th© only 
stream in that vicinity of any sl»a 
which empties Into Rolling Fork It Is 
bound to be the one on which the fight 
tt>jk place; beGde#, the exact location 
of the battlefield has been krff*wn local¬ 
ly ever since It occurred. It ha* lived 
in ttie U-gtndary history of that locality, 
and father has shown the place to son 
from one generation to another, *o that 
the sttus Is fixed with unassailable cer¬ 
tainty.

4.—The whole of Great 
Britain is Immersed In the political 
campaign which hue been Inaugurated 
as a rwmlt of the refusal of the Hou$e 
of Lords to consent to the budget. 

The country Is divided Into two gTeat 
camps, composed of those who sup¬ 
port the lords* action and thoee who 
contend that the House of,Commons 
must have absolute control of the 
finances of the nation. There are. of 
course, other Issues, such as tariff re¬ 
form vs free trade, but these are be¬ 
ing pushed Into the background by the 
conflict betwoen the two houses. 

While the various local organ I rations 
are busy selecting candidates and pro 
paring for the contests In their re¬ 
spective districts the leaders of the 
great parties are carrying on a gen 
era.1 campaign.

Radical Demonstration. 


The Radicals, who had long foreseen 
the fate of their finance bill, are not 
allowing the gross to grow under their 
feet In London this afternoon on© 
of their organizations, the National 
Democratic League, held a demonstra¬ 
tion as a protest against the action of 
the lords, which was one of the most 
notable that has even been held In the 
metropolis 

Fully 20.000 persons, mostly of the 
laboring and partisan classes, gathered 
In Trafalgar Square and cheered the 
Hadlcai speaker* who condemned In 
unmeasured terms the members of the 
upper chamber.

Suffragettes Break Out.

Foiled by the Leith police, who 
charged the crowd with batons, the 
women got their revenge by hurling 
bricks through the windows of the pub¬ 
lic buildings. Secretary Grey, whose 
speech was not Interrupted to any ex¬ 
tent, spoke strongly for the reforma¬ 
tion of the upper chamber.

Churchill Attacks Unionists. 

Mr.. Churchill was able to conclude 
Ms sperch and. undaunted by this ex¬ 
perience. held a meeting at Liverpool 
this evening in continuation of his I en¬ 
cash Ire campaign. He ridiculed the Idea 
that the old age pensions and the nnvy 
should be paid for by the adoption of 
tariff reform, and referred to Mr. Bal¬ 
four's offer to assist cotton growing 
In the empire as very odd In view of 
the fact that the Unionist*, when In 
power, although asked to do something 
In this direction, took no action. 

The National Council of Free Church¬ 
es has Issued a manifesto calling at¬ 
tention to the action of the Hous*» of 
Lords which. It declares, "mak-s re¬ 
forms supported by nonconformists 
Impossible,*‘ and calling on the people 
to support the candidates who are fa¬ 
vorable to “the emancipation of edu¬ 
cation from sectarian control." 

The Unionists are nominating a cor. 
dUlnte in ©v©ry constituency in Eng¬ 
land and Scotland, and with the ex¬ 
ception of the seats held by the 
speaker, the Right Hon, James Wil¬ 
liam Lnwther, and Joseph Chamberlain, 
who represe nt^ ^Birmingham, West, 
either thcflu-kETrdfc oc the Laborltes 
will nominate^ a mrm to oppose them. 
The Lthemls have decided not to con¬ 
test Mr. Chamberlain's seat on account 
of his illness.

CUNNING OF THE WOODSMAN. 


The fur taking season is now at its 
height, and several hundred men and bo>a 
wlh engage in It inure or lean actively in 
Northern Minnesota until the end of win- 
ter. The muskrat Is th* staple fur bearer 
of this district and Is be,ng slaughtered 
in the swamps from the outskirts of Du¬ 
luth to the northern frontier, says the 
Duluth News-Tribune. There are other 
animals which yield their pelts to swell 
the exchequer of the trapper, but they 
are cumpnartiv ©ly scarce. 

Mors than 6,0QM,(a)o rats are killed each 
year in America and their skins dressed 
for the market, appearing In stylish gar¬ 
ments under names which the humble ro¬ 
dent would never be able to recognise. Uf 
tits total perhapa Ivalf a million skins ar« 
taken in Minnesota, and the rivers and 
swamps around Duluth give up their full 
quota, as they are favorite breed mg 
ground* In spite of this death rate the 
rats are not disappearing, and are now 
as plentiful as th*y worn a score of year* 
go. Muskrat and other furs form a consid¬ 
erable article of local commerce. To add 
this traffic to human wealth a fearful 
amount of suffering is in dinted upon the 
dumb creatures of the woods and rivers. 

Fur minting is perhaps the most in¬ 
human of all the callings followed by 
human beings. The killing of domestic 
animals is bad enough, the pursuit of 
woodland game by the sportsman hits 
many savag« aspects, particularly the mu¬ 
tilation of wild things which lltnp away to 
the fastnesses of thu forest to meet a lin¬ 
gering death, but the taking of fur so far 
exceeds them In cruelty that there is 
scarcely room for comparison. 

Tbs animals which are the victims of 
the fur hunter are the beaver, otter, fox. 
mink, skunk, weazel, wolf. bear, martin 
and muskrat. 

• • • 

Suffering- Inflicted. 


The great suffering Inflicted Is due to 
the methods followed In the chase and 
to the sharpened wits of the victim*, for 
man has pursued them remorselessly fir 
centuries, and they have develop*,! whit 
might be designated as a aejmrate instinct 
to evold his anares. They are seldom seen 
In the daytime, hence the use of the gun 
Is out of tho question There Is also the 
Item of cost, for ammunition means the 
expenditure of money, and also the se¬ 
rious damaging of the hide*, for hcles tn 
skins depreciate them nearly So per cent 
when It comes to reckoning dollars and 
cents. fk» steel trap* are called Into use 

The men who hunt furs for the market 
are known ss trappers, bemuse tho trap 
Is their weapon ami their stock in trade 
They live far In rhe wild*, where the ani¬ 
mals they seek are most plentiful. There 
are hundreds of them Jn fit. lymis county, 
n.- Mly settlers in the country along tue 
rivers and swampe. who add to their in- 
como by taking what fur* they can during 
the winter months when work on the 
farm la ImposstMe. Each has a hundred 
or more imps, and a large territory 1* 
covered In pursuit of the little creature* 
they doom to destruction. 

When x promts.ng spot U located, a 
place that tracks In the sand, mud or 
enow warn the trapper Is frequented by 
otter, mink or muskrat, half a dozen to a 
dosen trap* are set on the runaways, for 
the wild animal* nearly always follow 
beaten path*, and the trapper hurries on 
to some other locality, often miles away, 
and lays his Instruments of torLurs. con¬ 
tinuing until he has set out the whole 
lot. Then he returns to the first and 
makes the rounds as often rjj Industry or 
Inclination prompt him. until he has cov¬ 
ered the last one Sometime* a wi**k will 
ellipse before he visits a given colony of 
traps. 


The trap Into which the outlaw of the 
forest Is expected to pUuu his big paw is 
balled with a rabbit or some fiber 
delicacy calculated to tempt his appetite, 
and attached to the trunk of a tree, so 
that It will hold fast when the struggle 
comes. It Is set out In a locality known 
to be Infeeted by theee ferocious crea¬ 
ture*. who prowl nightly for prey In the 
everlasting effort to satisfy a hunger 
sharpened to the cutting e lge by the gal¬ 
lop through the woods which can tire the 
fleet fool of tho deer or the giant strength 
of the mooso us the howling brute hange 
league after league upon the flying traces 
of his quarry. When the wolf comes to 
the nJcely baited trap he la not keen to 
seise his repeat, for he ruts learned that 
thing* are not wont to come so easy, 
and that whoa something In the way of 
free fare Is offered there is a nigger In 
the fence. He wonders greatly at such 
prodigality when he knows that ever 
since he was & pup If he could not get hts 
dinner by hard knocks he must go hun¬ 
gry The memory of the Innumerable 
times when he was forced to appease his 
hunger with Held mice rushes back to 
him, and while hit half-fasnUhed nature 
crle# out to seize the proffered morsel, to 
take what Is at hand and ask no question, 
he argues that Is not the pArt of pru¬ 
dence, and draw's back. He circles the 
spot stealthily for half an hour. Inspects 
every' place where a foe may be concealed 
sniffs ih» sir for the scent of on enemy, 
and again approaches the trap. Nearer, 
this time, lie comes. He Is within a few 
yards of the rabbit now. and hunger cry. 
Ing more undeniably than before. The 
bait Is examined with eyes as sharp and 
nos« os keen a* the famine that is tor¬ 
turing him. and in sptte of the call of 
nature nine time* tn ten ho trots off Into 
the fnreet leaving it untouched, for he 
ho* discovered smnethlnff that warn* him 
that man has been there and that to eat 
Is to die.

Tho Fatal Mistake. 


But the tenth time is the fatal time If 
the trap lias been laid with sufficient care. 
If everything Is os nature would leave It 
and the bait apparently the victim of ac¬ 
cidental death, he approaches within a 
few yards. The traps are ranged In a 
cirri* around, and before his long, slim 
muzzle Is within a yard of the food there 
Is a sudden click, the leaves swirl away 
frotn the ascending Jaws, the wolf make* 
u movement aa If to leap, but the Iron lut# 
already clamped like a vise upon a stout 
foreimw He 1* caught. 

Lobo does not submit tamely. There Is 
a nuul scramble, always In silence but for 
the clanking of the chain, he tugs wildly 
to get away, but another trap snap* os 
he steps Into It and he is held fast Ills 
ravage nature Is now aroused, and he 
bltrs the steel In an effort to break It* 
hold. Often he will gnaw off the captive 
paw and thus free himself, only to limp 
Into .the woods and periah. but If he has 
become entangled in two trap* there ts no 
chance for him to even gain a temporary, 
maimed respite, nnd he Ts forced to await 
the coming of the man with the club This 
Jieriod of suffering may be day* or hours, 
ior those W'ho set wolf traps have little 
1 ope of success and visit them only when 
they have nothing else to do. 

There an* few who ever think to pity a 
-wolf, for the tribe has a bud name and 
maybe deserves 1L but the wind of he*»rt 
will regn-t that his end of Hfe cannot 
como by metl;od« more humane.

FAULT FOUND 
WITH RULES 


OPEN PLAY HAS ITS FAULTS. 


Makers of Code Likely To Take Rad¬ 
ical Action Because of Re¬ 
cent Fatalities. 


OFFICIALS PARTLY BLAMED. 


T 


HE 1909 football season is over end 
once more tho statistician* set to 
work end inform the country that 
twenty-eight young men have laid 
down thoir promising live* to the cause 
of the gridiron game. 

Long before the season wa* over It wa# 
evident that the fatality Hit would far 
exceed that of previous years, end much 
agitation was started for a thorough re¬ 
vision of the rule#. Threo weeks ago 
Coach titagg. of tho Chicago Maroon*, 
announced that he would submit a new 
code of rules to the rules committee 
when that body meets again In a couple 
of months. 

Tho mortality Is deplorable, to aoy the 
least. The game la doomed to abolition 
unless something radical la done with 
the playing rules, and no one seems to 
reallxe this more fully than the maker* 
of the rules A drastic revision Is prom¬ 
ised and such must be accomplished. 

Th# game is.too good a sport to be 
abolished completely, but It l* far better 
to have no foortlmll at all than to sac¬ 
rifice nrarty thirty or more lives to such 
a cause. 

Rules Revised.

Tho rules were revised a few years 
ago. A clamor went up for more open 
play. The rules committee got together 
and the onslde kick was Invented, to¬ 
gether with th* forward pass; the lines 
were put father apart and mui plays 
wen* placed In the Illegal list. Tne 
change worked to some good for a year 
or so. but nfter the coaches had solved 
the n*w rules It wa* seen at once that 
the gsrne was not modified, but on the 
contrary the spirit was more llerce than 
ever before, betting the lines farther 
apart only made the force of the charg¬ 
ing linemen harder and more fatal than 
before. . 

The forward pass with the ends catch¬ 
ing the ball with lfls back to the tackier* 
resulted in hundred* of Injuries and 
many dentha. The re Is some talk now 
of making a fair forward paaa-that 1*. 
to allow the man receiving the pass to 
catch the pigskin without opposition, as 
the back HHd man can do with n punt 
If he #o desires by signaling. This would 
eliminate the dangerous feature of the 
play entirely, but there would be no more 
football A team could, with a little 


wlU. ll {n ?acb a wall-trained team tn this 
plnv could keep possession of the ball all 
through the game. 

The barring of the mass play brought 
Into the llmeffght the fast end runs, 
lightning play* of tackles, which, of 
course. eerv*d to open up the game, as 
was desired It Is a question if the old- 
time revolving mass snd wedge tin* plays 
«-ere any more dsngemus than a terrific 
tackle In open fidd by the end* and back 
field men hooking onto a player going 
at a rale of nearly 100 yards In ten sec¬ 
ond* or so. The fall la harder than ever 
before and also Is worse on the tackier. 
U really seem* that the Impact of two 
men running at great speed l» a trifle 
more dangerous than the much-maligned 
mass play* In the center of the line. 

The mer. did not have a chance to ret 
tin si'ced In going Into th* line, the inju- 
rh** resulting from the weight that was 
n led upon the man trying to stop such 
nlavt Players were caught In the mass 
Vri w*re broken, nocks twisted and ribs 
were caved In. but In the swift turning 
of the end* Just a* many and. without 
doubt, ss the flguree show more have 
been hurt In turning the ends and get¬ 
ting violent falls. # # # 

Rules Must Be Changed. 


The rules must be changed once more 
The committee Is going to do it. but It 


play haa been given a trial and found 
wanting by about 100 per cent. Some are 
crying for stilt more open play, thinking 
that the game is too much closed up- 
now. Just at this writing no feasible way 
of changing the rules bsa been presented 
and how* the game will be changed so 
that accidents and defth will b«* rare and 
the sport still resemble football It some¬ 
what of a mystery. But football must be 
mollified, or it I* doomed, and nothing 
would b* more deplorable, as It la a grand 
old gpme; but opening up the play will 
not have much of a tendency to stop the 
death list, as this season s mortality only 
too plainly shows. 

Ten yards to go In three down* was at 
first thought to be the missing link found 
at last. For a while teams did have 
trouble making the distance. However, 
coaches soon found a way to make that 
ten yards without the more open work. 

A new official was Invented to look 
after the play and help decrease that fast- 
growing fatality Hat. The field Judge wa* 
given more power. But tho deaths contin¬ 
ued to pile up until they reached the ter¬ 
rible number of twenty-eight this year, 
and without the shadow or a doubt will 
lncreaso to over thirty, mo many players 
are now lying dangerously Injured and 
near death 

m • • 

One thing that w*outd help as much as 
all the rule changing that a person could 
think of. and that Is strict enforcement "of 
the rule*. Disqualify on the spot all 
players connected In any way with dirty 
or rough work. The officials seem lax 
In enforcing rules which put a pereon out 
of the game. Sometimes they claim they 
did not see the play. When S.Wd specto- 
tors can fee such work, and the officials 
cannot, and there are three of them In¬ 
tently watching each pluv. or supposed to 
be doing so. it seems like a case of In- 
competeiicy. Some say they cannot watt h 
the whole field at once. Turoe mon should 
be able to do so and If they cannot other 
officials should be engaged-sumo that are 
wide awake. 

With all the talk about revising rules, 
a little revising of officials should be 
done. A plaver that geu away with a 
piece of illegal work will do R agitm and 
rough play ha* been guilty of as many in¬ 
juries and death* a* have htavy mess 
pluys on the line und the fierce open field 
tackle*. 

Making rules does no good If the rules 
ar»* not enforced, and eeci* college and 
High So howl should thnl their officials 
know the rules, will enforco them, and. 
nbovo all. are competent, and at least 
one of threo men on tne flalo should 
eyen enough to see the dlrt> kind of try¬ 
ing. If they cannot, gel someone that 
can, and the death list will decrease.

Something 
drastic must be done, and quickly, or lhe 
game Is a goner.

He stated further that h* 
desired the co-operation of the Insuranoe 
Department in working out a plan Where¬ 
by the stock, which means the oontro! of 
the company, would be rafectmrdod in 
the bite rent of the policyholders, and that 
I could assure Gov. Hughe* that no steps 
to tliat end would be taken by him save 
with the concurrence of the Insurance 
Department.

W HAT changes can be made In 
baseball to Improve the gome? 

Owners of baseball fran¬ 
chises in both major and minor 
leagues are anxious to know. 

The men who have their money Invent¬ 
ed in the great national game are ever 
alert to any reforms that may help the 
^sport and Incidentally Increase their 
source of revenue. 

Sinco tho close of the baseball season 
the fans have road about various feature*, 
of the pastime Some of the suggestions 
pertained to the pitching, others to ths 
lack of batting, whlje still others to Jhu 
use of the spike and the many injuries 
caused by It. 

For many years the off season has been 
the time of reformation. It has been 
customary for fans, manager*, scribes 
and players to set forth their opinions 
on baseball in genera! Many of the 
ohangp* suggested *«m«d plausible, looked 
as if they might posstbiy improvo Che 
i game, bet fow If any have ever received 
I more attention than passing. 

Evidently the rule makers have be¬ 
lieved for sevural years that the game 
] was well-nigh perfect, that the many 
ihanges suggested went of UtUe or no 
advantage, as few If any hsve ever been 
j emoodled Into tho rules governing t‘ 

I game. 

'The agitation for reform since the clo** 
of the 1>« season has been stronger than 
ever before The campaign Just closed 
was filled with mishaps or more or less 
serious nature. due to fh* use of the long, 
sharp splkos baseball players us* on tho r 
shoes. While many of the accidents were 
of a very unfortunate nature, and many 
stones were printed that In some cases 
the spiking was intentional. 1 fe*l per 
fectly safe In stating that practically ev¬ 
er* injury was unavoidable.

Cobb Spikes Players.

Ready For the Big Six-Day Bicycle Race In New Yokr 



Tyrua Cobb, the great outfielder of the 
Detroit team, perhaps spiked more players 
last season than any other three men In 
the league. Because of,Cobb's well-known 
ability. because of the high position occu 
pled by tho Detroit club In the race, be¬ 
cause of tho fact that In several cases the 
men spiked by Cobb wore members of 
t'.am* regarded as Detroit’s most danger 
out rivals, it was openly stated that Cobb 
had intentionally spiked theeo men in or¬ 
der to weaken th© Tigers' strongest oppo¬ 
nents. 

While It may often look from tho stand 
as if Cobb was deliberate In hla attempts 
to injure, yet I believe there are few play¬ 
ers if really asked for an honest opinion 
during the off season when they are not 
all excited over the pennant race would 
swear that Cobb tried to put different 
players out of the running by the use of 
his stsel spurs. 

Cobb has a slid# peculiarly hi* own, un¬ 
like moat others. Cobb doesn’t slow down 
before starting In* slide, but hits the 
turf at almost Ids full speed. One of his 
legs Is thrown In the direction of the beg. 
the other I* usually high in the air, while 
his body is thrown In the opposite direc¬ 
tion from the buseman. In other words, 
when Cobb goes into a base feet first 
about the only thing the runner has to 
touch Is the spike# on one of h;s shoes. 
Thus the feat of touching Cobb Is a rath¬ 
er difficult as well as a dangerous task. 
Hion again there are many basemen who 
don t fancy touching Cobb any too wwll. 
and oulte often In trying to safely posi¬ 
tion themselves they get In the very spot 
that makes the play dangerous. 

• • • 

Cobb Ha* Fade-Away Slide. 

Cobb's f&de-away slide la tbe work of 
an artist. It takes an artist In the srt 
of touching th* runner to show up Cobb’s 
slide, just as Cobb's slide shows up base, 
men, who rather fear touching him in or¬ 
der to avoid possible injury It was al- 
was a treat for me to watch Cobb try 
Jg with Bobby Wallace, of the 

St. Louis Browns, playing th* beg or set: 
him attempt to pilfer second wlthWallac© 
aa shortstop taking the throw from the

I eairl!* infJL. ffl? number of American 
League Infielders who are vary clever 
at touching a base runner, but to my 
humble way of thinking no one has any¬ 
thing cn Bobby" Wallace. He Is sn 
£* nd , 1 n * thrown bait with one 
hand, and unless the catcher happens to 
make a throw that Is right on the rum 
K r J!ii£? *«i t * chance for Wallace to 
bo spiked. I have often seen Cobb go into 
Walla.* with terrific speed Taking th* 
{**■**» hla gloved hand Wallace would 
hook the ball under Cobb’s fool and start 
him off in some direction other than th© 
bsg. I have often seen Cobb miss the 
bag at least a foot after being touched 
out by Wallace. 

One day. after a^garnc In which Wallace 
had. thrice thwarted Cobb, In his effort 
to steal without the slightest Injury to 
hlmreif. 1 said to him: 

''It's runny how Cobb seldom hurts you, 
Bobby; you seem to have no more trou¬ 
ble touching him than any other ba»e 
runner. ! hear lots of player* complain, 
but never hear you eay anything, no mat¬ 
ter how hard he comes into the bag.” 

“It's just the same touching Cobb a« 
any other runner to me. Billy," replied 
Wallace. "In fact. I would much prefer 
touching Cobb with Ms finished slide than 
some awkward fellow who Jumped Into 
the box In any old fashion."

Must Not Abolish Spike. 


to the plater. Tha fplke* used bv 

•layers tlirottfhost* tile auukirfe. are Joo 
r *ng goes without saying. ! have beard 
players complain And complain about this 
very feature, and not until near the close 
of the season when the spike had worn 
down considerably did they really feel 
-.'om for table. 

Many player* express the belief that 
spikes half the length of th# present ones 
would bo Just as serviceable. Many claim 
that they always get better results out 
of the second year of>a pair of shoes, es¬ 
pecially tho outfielder*, who have little 
chance of being cut down. The rounding 
of the corners on the spikes also ought 
to help considerably. It stands to reason 
that spikes about half the length of the 
present ones, with rounded corners, would 
be much leas dangerous than the ones 
now used.

Should Runner* Slide Head FI rot P 

It has been suggested that base run¬ 
ners be only allowed to slide head first 
to ©Uminatdkh© danger of spiking. This 
suggestion nos some redeeming features 
as well as quite a few bsd ones. If play¬ 
er* were compelled to slide head first th* 
advantage would be as greatly In favor 
of th* baseman as It Is now in favor of 
the bat* runner. 

Realising that there was little chance 
of his being Injured by a head-first slide, 
the bimoman would Invariably block off 
the base runner. While the possibility « f 
injury to the man playing th* bog would 
be slight. It would he rather dangerous to 
the runner. Twisted necks and broken 
and cut fingers and arms would not bo 
uncommon. 

Then again there «r© few men who nildo 
head first, most of them preferring tho 
feet-first slide, os they contend It f* the 
more natural way. If the feet-first si do 
was enforced It would necessitate the 
changing of their style by many pluyera. 
and as 4 result one of the brightest fea¬ 
tures of the sport, base running, would 
be compelled to suffer 

Despite the tact that the hitting In both 
league# was rather light last year, the 
agtatlon for reforms that will Increase 
the slugging end of the game have not 
been so numerous as usual this year. 

The question naturally arires, does the 
public really want more batting? Are ths 
fans, the men who support th* game, dis¬ 
satisfied with* present conditions? Do the 
enthusiasts really enjoy a 13-to-10 game 
more than a thrilling l-to-0 struggle, fea¬ 
tured by fair batting, remarkable holding 
and even more wonderful pitching? 

• • • 

Present Game Ailright. 

I believe If the question was put to a 
vote the fans would give the present-day 
game the day by a large majority. If 
the fans want more bitting, why hunt for 
star pitchers? The easiest way possible 
to Increase battlug would be to weaken the 
various pitching staffs. Would the public 
stand for Nttch action? Never. 

If the flans really want more batting 
why do they instantly set up the cry 
‘take hjm out" If the home t ltcher hap¬ 
pens to get touched up for throe or four 
hits In succession? If more batting was 
realty desired why not let ths pitcher stay 
In and take a chance? 

Ask any pitcher about this feature, or 
in fact any player or umpire, and he will 
tell you Chat It makes all the difference 
Iff the world who Is doing the slugging. If 
it happens to be the home t«o»rr. that Is 
connecting with the visiting pitcher's as¬ 
sortment then the fans look on in glee, 
hut If it happens to be the visitors who 
are doing the slugging they immediately 
■tart to figure how tne manager of the 
home team ever started that dub in to 
pitch. 

While any change that will benefit the 
game is always to he relished, still It 
seems as if the great national oaetime la 
well nigh rerfeeF. There are few ejec¬ 
tions to be offered to the present style of 
play, the only objectionable feature to 
fans, player* and owners Is that every 
club can’t finish in the first division or 
win the pennant. 

Managers are continually trying to find 
players who excel on the bases They seek 
speed, speed, speed. Celerity on the bases 
would receive a aevere setback bv the 
abolition of the spike. It seems slmos: 
tldiculous to talk of dispensing with it. 
despite the Injuries that msy possibly ac¬ 
crue from Its use. Baseball is a game 
for men with red blood, and any suen 
game must be frougbt with Injuries of a 
more or loss serious nature. 

Managers are continually trying to find 
pitchers who poa^ess curves that baffie the 
batter* Fans tfilfght in having pitchers 
on a team that can mow down th* oppos¬ 
ing slugger* Why then talk of more htt- 
tlng** 

Baseball is a pretty fsfr game as played, 
appears to be pleasing the multitude, then 
why trv any new tangled stunts that may 
jeopardise its world-wide popularity?

speed is the demand of every baseball 
manager and owner A man with bad 
feet suitors h sever* handicap in baseball. 
Nothing would mure quickly ruin the feet 
of ballplayers than the conalanf use of a 
baseball shoe with leather cleats.

HOW TO TRAP A LION. 

(A. W. Rolker In St. Nicholas.) 

Strangs ms It may seem, the easiest vic¬ 
tims of the wild-animal trapper are the 
most ferocious—those bloodthirsty, huge 
cats, tho lion, the tiger snd those other 
beautiful felines, the panther, the leopard 
and the Jaguar. 

With the lloo, for instance, ft la simply 
a matter of stealing the cubs. But kid¬ 
naping her whelps from a dangerous 
benst like a lioness is, of course, sn ex¬ 
citing problem 

In the heart of the darkness, most Im¬ 
penetrable thicket. In the midst of a 
tangle of vine and thorn and creeper, the 
lion mother has with her from four to 
six cubs—golden puffballs—tumbling over 
one another, scrambling over th© gre.u 
yellow' body of the majestic creature 
which none on earth save these defense¬ 
less kittens may near. 

Not In the wild world. It would seem, 
was a home better protected. Yet, out of 
a thicket, well to leeward, the trapper’* 
eves sr© bent upon the lion home—for. 
one© In every twenty-four hours, nature 
herself renders these babies defenseless, 
when the mother, nttrred by the pang* of 
hunger, ventures forth to hunt snd to 
eat. 

Beside the trapper Is a pair of Kaffirs 
armed with nets mad© of stout cords. In 
the trapper’s hand t» a rifle loaded with 
a slug of lead as big a* a little Anger. 
The slightest snapping of a twig and the 
dangerous brute comes to the attack 
headlong, like a yellow streak: or. If sho 
cannot locate th© danger, ah© picks up 
her cub* on© by one by th© neck, bound¬ 
ing away with them In ten-foot springs 
and hiding them In a tsngl© even more 
dens© than the other. 

For hours the trapper must lie, nerves 
on edge, before the mother quits her lair 
to strike down a buck or a water buf¬ 
falo. Then, cautiously, with rifle ready, 
the trapper presses forward and Into 
the unguarded lion home. 

Quickly the men must work. Should 
the lioness return unexpectedly nothing 
but a bullet, well and quickly aimed, 
could *ave them. 

rapturing cubs Is. however, only one of 
three method* which the trapper um»» to 
trnnsfer the big felines out of the wilder¬ 
ness Into his rage. By far the greater 
number of his captives are adult beasts 
In th© height of their prime, vigor and 
ferociousness. To catch these the trap¬ 
per uses either a pitfall or a huge trap. 


GET PAINTED AT HOME. 


(New York Mall.) 

Mr. William M. Chase Is an American 
portrait painter, and a good one. but 
when he spoke this week in favor of hav¬ 
ing American sitters go to American 
artists, h© was not following the dictates 
of self-interest, nor lining up with the 
"narrow foreheads" of the canvas who 
would keep out foreign competition, even 
of the d**u»l masters, by the device of a 
protective tariff In the interest solely 
of good likenesses he urged Americans to 
give th© preference to native brushes. 
Thus he set forth his argument 

“It has come upon me through much 
study, and I want to bring this clearly 
before you. that If people want the best 
portraits they must be painted by an 
nrltst of their own number, their own 
people. It was so in the past, it Is so 
to-day. A portrait must have character, 
and only th© painter painting his own 
people, whom he understands, cun give 
the best results It has always been so. 
The Dutch painted th© Dutch, the Eng¬ 
lish the English, the Stxonlsh the Span¬ 
ish. There Is marcely an exception. Sar¬ 
gent It about tho only one In my mind.” 

The fact* of portraiture largely sustain 
till* sweeping •'hornrtcrlzation. Nor do 
ihe facts of literature challenge It. aav© 
in a superficial way. It la true enough 
that an Englishman can come here, make 
u brief tour of the country*, and produce 
n volume of Impressions more entertain¬ 
ing to us. as well os to hi* own country¬ 
men. than an American could, and that 
an American can go to England and re¬ 
peat tho feat there. To get a sweeping 
view of a prospect you must look it over 
from without. But ihls Is only the *ur- 
| face view : It is a photograph rather than 
| a portrait. The traveler’s impression*. 

' like the photograph’s record, have to do 
I with externals. 

To get the soul of a man Is the task 
! of the brush, not of the camera, and to 
| express the eoul of a people t* the func- 
I tlon of the native, not of the traveled 
alien. The soul of a people Is not ©x- 
' pressed in books of travel—those graphic 
; exposition* of the superficial—but in the 
• Action of each generation. nnd the realty 
' great books of Action nr© written by au- 
) thors about their own countrymen, they 
ure n»<ver “historical roroanees" in id In 
ancient Rome or modern Rurttanla.

C LEOPHUS, on# of Aroerica*s not- 
od racing queens, is reported 
dead at Hamburg Place. During 
a turf career beginning as a 2 - 
yeur-old. the famous chestnut mare faced 
the starter in flfty-elght races, twenty- 
flve of w*hlch she won, and in eleven 
others ah* ran second, and finished third 
nine times. She earned in money a total 
of ISO.9*7. Aa a 2-year-old she won such 
stake events as the Louisville Debutante, 
Oakley, Sapphire^ Distaff, Belles, Youth¬ 
ful and Neptune titakss. At 3 years old 
she captured the May, Saragossa and 
Greenfield Stake*, and Newr Porkvllle. 
Greenfield, Autumn. High weight and 
Hunter Handicaps, while a* a 4 -year-old 
•h* won the Patchogus Stakes. 8 h© won 
race* with as much os 134 pounds up, and 
some of her performances were most 
brilliant from a time standpoint, site win¬ 
ning four furlongs In 48 seconds, five fur¬ 
longs In 1 : 01 , five and a half furlongs In 
1:06^. six furlongs In 1:13H. six and & half 
furlongs In 1:20 4-5, one mile in 1:42 and 
on© mile and an eighth In l:56Vfc<

Judge Charles F. Price, back home from 
La ton la, where he officiated as presiding 
Judge during the thirty-eight days of the 
late fall meeting at the Kenton county 
track, talked most entertainingly of the 
great race mare yesterday. Said Judge 
Price: 

"The late Brooklyn. N. Y., turfman. M 
F. Dwyer, came to Louisville tn the 
spring of M96, now thirteen years M<>. to 
race the mighty Ben Brush In the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. He cune before th* meet¬ 
ing opened at Churchill Downs, and, hear¬ 
ing reports of sensational trial* done by 
Cleophus, looked tb© filly over. Her good 
looks and style of running in her morning 
work struck Dwyer’s fancy and he finally 
made a dfal with her breeder. S. P. 
Lancaster, of Bardstown, Ky.. that for 
15.000 he should have the running qual¬ 
ities of tli* Ally, so long ox she was fit 
for racing, and when her retirement be¬ 
came necessary she was to come home to 
l^ancaster for a broodmare. The Ally 
made her turf dobui In Ihe Louisville 
Debutant© 8 takes and cleverly led her 
field home In the record time for the 
race. As soon a* sho wa* led off tho 
track horsemen began speculating as to 
haw she compared with Suisun, which 
had come up the line that season sweep¬ 
ing all before her. She was In the stable 
of Trainer C. T. Patterson and a com¬ 
panion to the then great colt umament- 
Tbe ouggeetlon was made to me that I 
lend my influence to have the two crack 
fillies meet In a special race and thu* 
settle the supremacy between them. 1 
at ono* sought out Dwyer and opeued up 
the subject with him. He did not fancy 
much running his horses In match race*, 
but as a favor to the Jockey Club, as 
such an event promised to prove quite an 
attraction. he consented to permit 
Cleophus to take part in the race Next 
I sought Pattejwon, who had done all the 
early talking about the match, snd while 
he was anxlouo/ as he expressed it, to 
hook up with Cleophua, he objected to the 
distance, preferring to run five furlongs 
Instead of an eighth shorter, a* had b©en 
flrst proposed l went to Dwyer and 
asked him about the change. And he said 
nnv distance suited him. Then Patterson 
objected to the weights as flrst arranged, 
and Again 1 had to go to Dwyer and con¬ 
sult him on that subject. This time he 
saJd to me: 

• • • 

M ‘Just do what they wish. Price. I 
turn my Ally over to you. t will jwee 
cleophus against Suisun any way you de¬ 
cide. I put It all In your hands ' We 
finally brought the r»o* off Just as Patter¬ 
son asked for In every way. but his filly 
was no mafeh for Dwyer’s crack. Cleo¬ 
phus both outstaying ss well as outrun¬ 
ning the daughter of Strathmore. Suisun 
was a very fleetfooted Ally, in fact, nearly 
a speed marvel, but she was no match for 
Cleophus. who I regard one of the great¬ 
est rac© mares I have ever seen stripped 
on a racecourse, a performer on the order, 
I Imagine, of *uch celebrated English race 
mares as La Fleche, Sreptre and Pretty 
Polly. I am surely sorry to learn that 
such a great mare is dead at the early 
age of fifteen years.” 

• • • 

When Cleophus quit the turf Dwyer 
fulfilled his agreement with Lancaster 
and shipped the famous marw hack to 
Bardstown from the East. Not so long 
after her safe arrival on her old Ken¬ 
tucky home her breeder dl©d, and to eettle 
his estate she was offered for sale. J. E. 
Madden, then on the lookout for the 
cream of the racing world for breeding 
purposes. Instructed Dr. Hsrthlll. a vet¬ 
erinary surgeon of this city, to go to 
Bardstown and If Cleophus passed the 
proper examination to buy her for him. 
Harrhll! found th© mar© in good health 
and breeding condition, and bought her at 
once for Madden, paying $4.60(1 for her. 
This and her keep the years since she 
has been at Hamburg Place la what she 
has cost Madden, os ho had a serlr* of 
had ld«'k with her fools, they all dying 
before maturing Into a racing age. H© 
endeavored hard to even save a filly out 
of her for breeding purposes tha 4 was 
Afflicted with rheumatism, but the young¬ 
ster grew wore© Instead of better as sh« 
took on age. and ultimately had to b© 
destroyed, so th© celebrated mar© leaves 
no descent to come after her on the turf, 
In either the first or second generation. 
Cleophus was on© of th© four grfcat turf 
performers Imp Wagner sired, the others 
being Imp. Flying Dutchman and Col. 
Bill. Her dam. Llnnl©. a good winner, 
wa* mv Macduff. » horse that got a K©n- 
turky Derby w»nn©r In Macbeth II.. and 
sired McChe*n*y. Daisy F . Satsumn nnd 
others of note TJnnle a half-sister 

to Unden. a gmnrt racehorse that was on 
the turf In th© days of Hanover and Th© 
Bnrd. and In th© stud became a success¬ 
ful sire Their dam, I.lnrta Lewis, a 
daughter of Oliver «l«n produced a good 
stake winner in Withrow, and Klobn. an¬ 
other ore of her produce was also a good 
race mare neephns* third dam was the 
noted Rally Lewis, th© dam of the slake 
winners John Morgan and Acrobat the 
great sire Hunter’s Lexington, and the 
two remarkable broodmare* Susan Beane 
and Lntta The latter thr©Wltbe noted 
fllenm©r© with a turf record of fortv-one 
races and $Y> 716 won. whll© Susan Reno© 
threw th© unbeaten Sensation, the suc¬ 
cessful sires Onondaga and S*ratford and 
th© verv great race mar© ©nd broodmare 
Susquehanna, the dem of Poto©-ar. a Fu¬ 
turity winner of and Ch©««r>©nk©. 

n winner of thlrt v-r©ven rnr©* and JCTT S*77 S 
Cleophu* belorced to the same family as

Cars At Olympia Show. 

Small cars of decidedly lower power 
than formerly constitute the main por¬ 
tion of this year s London Olympia 
Show, which, by the way. is the only 
automobile exhibition of note which 
will be held abroad this year 

The greot cost of tires, with in¬ 
creased taxation, hosed on horsepower 
has largely contributed to this end* 
and as a result the majority of the 
cara exhibited are about fifteen horse¬ 
power. 

More unit power plants are 
with the crank case connected by side 
arms to the gear box casing, so that 
the engine and gear box arc combined 
to form a single unit. 

It was also noticed that more hear¬ 
ings on crank shafts nre used, that 
high tension magretoe* were almost 
universal, and that wire wheels were 
growing In popularity. It was also 
commented on that the Clement Pn 7 - 
ard Company have copied Ford and 
adopted the left-hand control, while 
the Pan hard has copied to some extant 
the Thermo syphon water-cooling *vs- 
tem used by the Maxwell ar.d other 
American small car makers

Max Pemberton, an English critic of 
automobile affairs, lias raised a storm 
of protest because of on article by him 
appearing In the London Field of recent 
date adversely commenting on Amer¬ 
ican care. In quality of steel and 
soundness of design, among other 
things, the American machines, ho as¬ 
serts. are Inferior to those of the Brit¬ 
ish Isle*. Mr. Pemberton's conclusions 
have been challenged by F. 8. Bennett, 
manager of the Anglo-American Motor 
*ar Company, In heated fashion, ns fol¬ 
lows. his letter also appearing In the 
Field: 

"Sir—Your contributor, Mr. Max 
Pemberton, In his article In last week’s 
Issue, has some remarks to make about 
American cars, which I think are a lit¬ 
tle bit off the mark. I sav. *1 think* be 
cause the more one knosi about mo 
taring the less dogmatic ono gets, and 
this Is a point that Mr. Pemberton 
might take to heart. 

"He says certain American manu¬ 
facturers arc now* busy making Imlta- 
tkma of French and German cars, and 
expecting us lo buy them. Are they? 
So far ax my knowledge of the Amer¬ 
ican trade goes—and 1 hive had ten 
years’ continuous experience In connec¬ 
tion with It—they are doing nothing of 
the sort. 

"Again, Mr. Pemberton should not 
try to persuade the renders of the 
Field that American manufacturers are 
putting up the huge factories that they 
ore doing to Invade this country. I may 
tell you that the demand for the whole 
of tho British Isles is only just about 
equal to the output of the Cadillac fac¬ 
tory alone, and this Is only one of one 
hundred and fifty-seven motor car fac¬ 
tories In America. So that you s« e, the 
American market, which Is far bigger 
than that of the whole of Europe, Is tho 
une on which he has his eye. 

"Mr. Pemberton asks, ‘Who would 
buy a shoddy American Imitation when 
he could purchase the real thing?' The 
answer Is: no one but a fool will buy 
a "shoddy" American car, or a "shod¬ 
dy" English, French or German car. 

"If Mr. Pemberton will look care¬ 
fully Into the technical point* of the 
best American cAr*. he will not took In 
vain for the originality, the lack of 
which b« deplores 

Here Mr. 3ennett takes up half a 
dozen points of the Cadillac car. detail¬ 
ing the claims to originality In the sys¬ 
tem of water-jacketing. engine bearings, 
steering gear, clutb, suspension and lu¬ 
brication, ami. concluding, he cite* the 
remarkable test of these cars made by 
the R. A. C. last yetar. 

"As to Mr. Pemberton’* suggestion 
of 'shoddy* In regard to American cars," 
continues Mr. Bennett. "I would recall 
one fact In the history' of British motor¬ 
ing. I-oat year the Royal Automobile 
Club took three Cadillac cars, pulled 
them to pieces, discarded such porta as 
they wished to have replaced < ninety - 
one In all), called upon us to supply 
them Immediately, then rebuilt these 
cam from the debris. The conditions 
were that no single part must ha filed 
or changed In any way from the con¬ 
dition In which It left tho factory. 

"This test was successfully accom¬ 
plished. and one of the cars thus reas¬ 
sembled wo* sent on the 3,00b miles R. 
A. C. trials without any preliminary 
tuning up. and finished by winning at 
Brooklands the eup for its class, 

"Until Mr. Pemberton, or any Euro¬ 
pean maker, can do this, 1 think It 111 
becomes him to condeectnd to condemn 
American cars In general as ’shoddy.’ *'

LEST THE PUBLIC TAKE TOO SERIOUSLY the re¬ 
ports diligently circulated by our esteemed competitors 
and swamp us with orders for immediate delivery of E-M- 
F-“30” cars, we deem it advisable to make a definite state¬ 
ment on this subject—thereby adopting a course different 
from that of other concerns who have raised the price of 
their cars without giving prospective buyers due notice. 

IT MAY BE WELL TO EXPLAIN at the Outset the con¬ 
ditions which obtain and the results that must accrue— 
that have, in several cases, already appeared.

The trustee* of this Institution find suf¬ 
ficient Justification for this rwthor novel 
experiment in the fundamental idea tiiai 
tike chief aim of a woman’s life ie mar¬ 
riage. and for the purpose of making 
practical obwrrvations of thl* principle 
they have leased an apartment at i Um- 
lft« Park. Roxbury. consisting of five 
rooms, where a das* of young women Is 
now in training. 

Such duties a* sewing, cooking, wash¬ 
ing. Ironing, and. in fact, whatever per¬ 
tain* to the vocation of a housewife to¬ 
gether with the moat esaentiai high *cl»ool 
studies, are being taught at this achooL 

Any hour during the day may be seen 
lltU* maidens with their hair done up ln 
cap* and their dreoue* all covered with 
long aprons, doing ail sort* of housework 

Th© students Imv© all been taught to 
keep their apartment Immaculately claun, 
a* it i* constantly Inspected by visitors 
and sometime* by city officials.

In the East, as elsewhere, since the 
Biblical days of John's "locusted an 
honey." locusts have been foamed more 
or less edible In Palestlue to this day 
they are considered a luxury. The J. ws 
try them In sesame oil. sesame being the 
grain of which mention la made in the 
story of "All Baba and the Forty 
Thieves," a favorite tale In “Th* Arabian 
Night* Entertainments.’’ 

In Arabia Patrea locust* are dried In th^ 
sun and then ground tnto a sort of flour 
for baking, and In Central Africa certain 
tribtw employ locusts for making a thick 
brown *oup. 

In Madagascar they ore baked in hugr 
Jars, fr>d In grease and ikon mixed wlti. 
rice, forming a dainty much affected bv 
the dusky inhabitants of that big Inland 

The Algerianhave a simpler meth<<i 
Tl>ev merely boll th© locust* In water an<l 
salt them to the taste. The Arabian* 
grind amt bake th* locust* as cake*. ro*s; 
them In butter, or else crush them in a 
mixture of camel’s cheese and dates.

The Attorney 
General disapproves tho charter of the 
company on the ground that a commer¬ 
cial oompany and an insurance com¬ 
pany cannot be combined in the same 
corporation. The opinion Is on able one 
and goes extensively Into tho detail* of 
the commercial and Insurance features 
of the cignpany as well as the points 
of law bearing on the question raised 
by the Insurance Commissioner. 

Mr. Bell said to-day that the dis¬ 
approval of the company's charter 
would not embarrass tho Burley So¬ 
ciety in any way and that aU that 
would be necessary would be to form 
a new company to take over the Insur¬ 
ance feature. The insurance company 
can be formed by the same men who 
are stockholders In the Burley Society, 
Mr. Bell said, and the capital stock 
need not be more than 960.000.

ent for warehouses, storage or other 
purpoaea In the sale, housing, market 
ing or manufacture of tobacco a* stated 
In lta purpose; operate, establish and 
maintain warehouses for handling, ator- 
oge and other use of tobacoo and prod¬ 
ucts, and other purpose* us designated; 
to loan or pledge tho money, credit or 
other property of the corporation in 
a*l ita purpose* and other act* necea 
*ary to carry on the business; to Ia$ue 
policies of Insurance on tobacco pooled 
with or tn the possession or und«r the 
control of the woclely against lo^ by 
fire, tempest, storm, tornado, lightning, 
riot or wanton destruction of any kind. 

Analysing Us character the Attorney 
General declares It a purely commercial 
corporation and ipiys: 

• • • 

Inconsistent With Laws. 

To »ar the least of It. viewed as a com¬ 
mercial corporation, it ha* very great 
latitude and is not limited to using Its 
assets and property In aid of the pur¬ 
poses of the business of the corporation, 
but may use *a:ne. os 1 gather U. n aid 
of the business and purposes of the Bur¬ 
ley Tobacco Society, on entirely distinct 
and independent corporation. If this were 
an Insurance company uhirh contemplat¬ 
ed doing a general fire, tornado and storm 
insurance, there would arise no question 
of the Impropriety, and I might say ille¬ 
gality, of permitting such an Insurance 
• oniptny to invest Us money and to me 
it in the manner and form and for the 
purposes Indicated In the foresolng quo¬ 
ta lion from section 3 of the charier. It 
does not occur to me that It Is the policy 
of the corporation laws of the State of 
Kentucky to permit the uniting of two 
separate and distinct classes of corpora¬ 
tions in the same charter, and certainly 
1 be objectionable, onto* the 
law governing the several kinds of c%>r 
porotions was followed out In the prep¬ 
aration of the charter. I am Impressed 
with the idea that you cannot unite a 
general corporation with an Insurance 
company, as in tho very nature of the 
business engaged In by a commercial cor¬ 
poration the whole thing would be in¬ 
consistent with tho policy of the law with 
reference to Insurance companies.

Quotes the Law. 

Gen. Brcchett then quote* Section 
667. Carroll’* Kentucky Statute*. 1909. 

a* follow*: 

No corporation shall engage In hualne*** 
other than that expressly' authorise 1 by 
its articles of Incorporation or amend¬ 
ments thereto, nor shall any corporation, 
directly or Indirectly engage In or carry 
on in any way the buslne** of bank ng. or 
Insurance of any kind, unless It has be¬ 
come organised under the laws relating 
to barking and insurance, ami shall any 
con oration hold or own any real e«tit* 
except such am mmv he nece**ary and 
proper for carrying on Its legitimate busi¬ 
ness, for a lonyer period than five years, 
under penally of etchent. 

The Attorney General say* that a 
corporation such ns the Burley So¬ 
ciety might find It convenient, or neces¬ 
sary. to own and hold a large amount 
of real estate for the carrying on of 
it* busIneoM while a fire Insumnce com- 

f iny would need comparaiively little.

Laws of Incorporation. 

The law* governing the incorporation 
of Insurance componie* and their regu¬ 
lation after IncorporaUon Is given in 
the order of their application to the 
case under consideration. b’nd*r these 
before a rcftlAc-ate of Incorporation can 
be issued the plans, purpose* and con¬ 
dition of tho company must be submit¬ 
ted to and approved by the Attorney 
General, who shell also examine Into 
it* affair* to see whether or not It ho* 
complied with all l^gal requirements 

The Attorney General say* tho* the 
charter of the Burley Society doe* not 
comply with the law* of Inaurmuce com¬ 
pany Incorporation, and name* many 
deficiencies In this respect One thing 
that rtrea* j* laid on is that there U 
no limit In the Barley charter to the 
amount of It* capital that It may In- 
vchi or the character of investment*. 
He save that It has been suggested 
that the Barley Society I* not an Insur¬ 
ance company, hut declare* that he 
fulls to see the force of the suggestion. 
In another paragraph the opinion Toy*: 

“You will notice that It Ls provided 
thnt po insurance company ahall have 
a -mailer capital than 150.000. Now. 
while this company ha* a large capHal. 
tho charter does not act apart OJ»y ot the 
capital slock to be used eeparately in 
the insurance buslneaa. but it la pro- 
vMfd In Section 4 that: 'The corpora¬ 
tion may in it* by-law* designate 
portion of it* capital shoJl he used for 
Insurance and \Vhat for other purpose* 
herein provided for.’ It may t>e reaaor.- 
at»ly Inferred that the corporate would 
s* t apart more than $50,000 of ita capital 
stock for the purpose of it* lnjurance 
business, hut »o fur a* the Article* of 
Incorporation are concerned, there i* 
nothing contained therein to prevent * be 
company from sotting apart a much !e»* 
sum than the smullest capital required, 
to wfL $50,000."

(Cosmo*) 

The venom# of serpent*, fishes, scor¬ 
pions. centipedes, spiders, bee*, etc., os 
well *• tho blood of the eel. owe their 
virulence to the presence of toxins similar 
to those which sre secreted by baeteris. 
Id both oasce the toxins arc specific prod¬ 
ucts of th# activity of living cells They 
are very poisonous, nbnrrystalltx-tM© col¬ 
loids of unknown chemical constitution 
The venom toxin* are very sensitive to 
th# action of heat and tight, are easily 
destroyed by digestive ferments snd con- 
■oquenttv or# tnnoedou# when swallowed. 
There Is' a great variety of these toxins. 
Snake poison alone contains half a dosen 
distinct toxins, each of a'hloh exerts a 
specific action on the nervous system, the 
red or the white blood corpuscle*, etc. 

It la possible to produce In any animal 
an artificial condition of Immunity to the 
effects of any animal venom. Tilts is ac¬ 
complished by the repeated injection of 
the venom in does*, each of which ie too 
small to cause death After a larger or 
■mailer number of Injection# tho animal 
acquiree the power to resist th© action 
of msnv dm©* the quantity of venom that 
would suffice to cause death If it wer# In- 
jected into the veins of a nonlmmunUed 
animal. The blood of the immunised nnl. 
mal now contains a new substance, an 
antitoxin which has the property of neu¬ 
tralising the toxin of the venom, and 
thle blood (or rather Its watery part or 
serum) may he employed to combat the 
toxic action of the venom in a non in;- 
muriiscd animal. 

The ichneumon, the hedgehog and some 
other animal# which devour venomous 
serpent* exhibit an extraordinary rceist- 


•no* to ti»e effect of their bile* Thle 
natural immunity is explained by the 
pre*<x>o# of antitoxins in the blood of 
th##e animal# Serpent* ar# also flttie 
affected by thetr own venom In general 
It la almost impossible to kill a venom¬ 
ous animal by inoculating It with the 
venom of Its own species, of which it can 
sujijuort very large doses with impunity.

THE MONORAIL CAR. 


(>*#w York Bun.) 

The practicability of the new monorail 
oar was demonetratad in England the 
other day and many believe that It fore* 
shadow# a revolution tn railroad trans¬ 
portation. 

The new' monorail car is forty feet 
long, ten feet wide aud thirteen feet high 
ana w<iight» twmty-iwo tone. Those who 
were fortunate enough to witness tlte 
damonstrations sew this big car, mount¬ 
ed. on u single rail, running freriy about 
curves of all sorts, carrying forty pas- 
eengers with safety a* complete a# tn 
the oidinary passenger car and with leaj - 
vibration. 

The car was run in a circle an eighth 
of a iime in circumference at a speed of 
twenty-five miles an hour without the 
slightest tendency to leave the rail. Two 
gyio*iopes weighing three-quarter* of a. 
ton each automatically supply perfect 
■ lability. The rail of the experimental 
roud closely resembles that or the ordi¬ 
nary railroad except that * i t top is 
«>mewhat curved, and the rims of tho 
wheels correspond to this curve. 

The gyroacopfcs, which ar# the con¬ 
trolling mechanical principle of the new 
car. mak# S,u)u revolutions a minute in 
vacuo. The motive power of the car is 
entirely seif-conra-lned and Is supplied 
b> u petrol engine which Is used to drive 
a dynamo. 

Louts Brennan. the inventor, h&s 
found that the rfficiency of the not# prin¬ 
ciple In a full-slxed car is far greater 
proportionately than in the original mod¬ 
el lie believe# that with vehicles doubl© 
and triple the eii# of the present on# a 
speed Of TJ*» miles an hour eon be obtain¬ 
ed with greater safety than sixty allies 
an hour und#r present transportation 
conditions 

The present car was built under a sub¬ 
sidy of th# Government of India. It I* 
mounted on four wheel*. The nmchln^ff 
Is contained m t% cabllke structure in tho 
front of the car. but for eervlqe car* It 
will be located ben^Kh the ftoor. 

A great reduction In the cost Of rail¬ 
road construction, economy In operation 
and increased safety at high speed are 
imne of th# advantages claimed for th* 
n«w monorail type. The nsochantcal 
principle involved hi the car la slmpty 
that of th# spinning top. No attempt Is 
mode to balance th# load In the cay. ** 
the huge gyroscope* keep it on even k©#l.

Bone Charcoal Filters. 


Did you ever know' that the bones of 
animals play' a most Important part in 
the manufacture of refined sugarSuch 
is the fact.

This 
Is a huge c 4 u»t Iron tank standing on 
one flour and having a manhole open¬ 
ing In It* top on the nert floor abovo 
It Is filled wlLh animal charcoal or bone 
black, each cistern holding about 50,- 
000 pound*.

When the filter is 
filled with bone black the liquor is 
turned in.

The best syrup after It* contact 
with th© bon© block la a* clear as 
spring water. It Is so refined that It 
tries to form Itself Into granulated su¬ 
gar by forming crystals on Its aurfac© 
when exposed to the air In a teat tube 
It now goes to th© vacuum pans, which 
are not pans at all, but gigiuulc boil¬ 
ers ‘made of oopper. Each Is about 
twenty-five feet high and swenty feed 
in diameter. There Is $25,000 worth of 
copper In each one. This great boiler 
tapers off at the top Into & large pipe 
which leads to the fan which exhausts 
th© sir and steam from the mass with¬ 
in the vacuum pan. Th© reason for 
this Is that a syrup mass can be boiled 
only very slowly and with constant 
danger of burning under ordinary con¬ 
dition s But If the air pressure of fif¬ 
teen pounds to the square inch Is taken 
off, It bolls much more quickly, and <u 
a. lower temperature and with little 
danger of burning. 

Th© liquor or syrup, then. Is suckfd 
Into th© vacuum pan through a pipe 
In its base and there boiled by means 
of steam heat In colls or pipes within 
the pan. An experienced workman 
tends the boiling and knows the exact 
point to which the concentration should 
be carried. He has a "proof-stick” 
which Is a metal rod with a hollow 
end extending into tho vacuum pan. He 
draw# thl# out from time to time and 
examines the sugar on a piece of glass. 
Soon granules appear. Then a small 
additional quantity of liquor Is allowed 
to run in. This coats the granules al¬ 
ready there. More liquor Is run In 
from time to time until the granules 
have attained th© desired site. When 
the pan I* full the upper layer of sugur. 
which is that first aamftted. la re¬ 
moved and the process continued. Each 
portion of the content# so discharged l# 
called a "cutting." The tlm© bc*tw©« n 
each cutting is generally about two 
hours.

The 
fact that thia same town had beautiful 
suhurba within sssy driving d hi tan co- 
end that It was not New York—to her 
ml ad made It “country.* 4 
Wherever the country cousins** are. 
however, they are to b« reckoned with 
or for In the Christmas preparation* 
My plea today Is that In such reckoning 
you regard them less as country people 
and more as human beings. 

Do X hear an expostulation? Do you 
declare that you always look upon them 
as human beings and as beloved rela¬ 
tives as well? Stop and think a bit. Do 
you recollect, what you sent them last 
Christmas? Put on your considering cap. 
Better still. If you follow the wise cus¬ 
tom of keeping your Christmas lists 
over from year to year, consult that for 
last Christmas, and see what you seot 
them. Here It la. Now read It over. 

“Aunt Mary—tidy.** You haven't for¬ 
gotten that tidy? It was given to you 
the year before by a grateful Sunday 
eflfaoo] scholar, and when you opened the 
parcel you said: “It was very aweet In 
Jaoe to make It. but I wouldn't be found 
dead with that thing in my parlor." Yst 
yeu were quit# willing Aunt Mary 
should receive that atrocity as a token 
eg your.affection tor her. Don't you feel 
n little ashamed when you think of lit 


are not sure of their preferences In 
moat lines, select something which 
would please you. and you may be 
pretty -# to please them. 

This principle le a good on# to 
start with, but there is more then 
thst. even. In the gifts for the coun¬ 
try cousins. Try to study their In¬ 
dividual needs a little, end consider 
theao In choosing -your presents. 
More than that, give them what they 
want, ae well as what they ne«*d. 
All of us have a touch of the feeling 
expressed by the woman who said 
that she could get along without the 
necessities of Ilfs. If she could only 
have the luxuries. The country cous¬ 
in Is probably like the rest of us. 
Bo. If you make hsr a gift which you 
think will supply a necessity, add to 
It a flavor of luxury which will ralso 
the present above the level of the 
commonplace. 

AN ADDED PERSONAL TOUCH 

For example: You know tha^ the 
Is likely to need towels. Well, tow¬ 
els are acceptable to me In any cir¬ 
cumstances, and doubtless to any 
other housekeeper; but there Is an 
added grace In receiving them when 
they are adorned with an embroid¬ 
ered letter, which shows that some 
thought of mo went Into the gift be¬ 
yond the mere business of pur¬ 
chasing It. Don't you believe the 
country cousin would feel that grace, 
too? Or. suppose that you give her 
dlah towels—a homely present, but 
very welcome to most of us. Mark 
these, too. with an outline letter or 
name In heavy red marking cotton.

Let s go on with tha list. “Uncle Tom

It will take little time to do them, 
end the handiwork will Impart to the 
gift the personal touch which trebles 
Its value to the recipient. 

Follow the same principle with the 
rest of the gifts you send the country 
cousins. Never make them a dump¬ 
ing heap for last year’s unwelcome 
gifts. What you don't want yourself 
because It la useless or unattractive 
or unsuitable Is sn outrage on the 
spirit of Christmas to bestow upon 
some one else. 

Oo further then thla Don't leave 
to the random Impulse or the lest hur¬ 
ried moment the choice of gifts for the 
country oousln. Don't aay. even in 
your thoughts, "Oh, the live away off. 
and don't see anything new. and will 
never know If thla is not In good taste." 
You can't be positive on the taste ques¬ 
tion. and even If you wero. Is that 
quite tbe spirit which should go *tth 
the choice of a Christmas gift? 

Try to reconstruct your mental atti¬ 
tude toward the country cousins and 
the gifts you choose for them. In tha 
first place, AH yourself full of the real 
spirit of Christmas, the spirit of a sreat 
gift bestowed with a great love. That 
Is the Ideal of giving you should set 
before yourself. In the llffht of that, 
buy your gifts for the country cousins. 

You look at the purchase of such 
gifts In a rather different way with 
that light upon them. You make your 
choice In another fashion from that you 
have heretofore followed. You buy as 
though you were selecting for the near 
and dear, and If you do not know tha 
tastes of the distant one to whom you 
are giving, imagination lakes the place 
of knowledge. And with that imagina¬ 
tion rut common sense, and you have 
a pair it Is hard to beat 

IMAGINATION AND GOOD SENSE 

Your Imagination tells you that If a 
person Is off In the real country, away 
from many neighbors, she may need 
brightness and beauty brought Into her 
life. Your corortion sense warns you 
not to achieve this by tha gift of usa- 
less trifles In tha llna of ornament and 
brlc-a-^rac, which clutter more than 
they beautify. In the place of these, 
you choose a good picture, a nice piece 
of brass, a candlestick or a lamp or 
a sconce, a pretty table cover or a 
couch cushion, or something else that 
will be pleasing after the first novelty 
of possession is worn off 

Or you may know that the country 
cousin Is a housekeeper who loves 
delnty things, end has little means to 
satisfy that love. Send her en attract¬ 
ive bureau cover or tray cloth or cen¬ 
terpiece or a set of dollies or a little 
china which will be useful as well ee 
ornamental. Give her a set of nappies 
or of bouillon cups or of finger bowls 
or a cup and aaucer or a pair of <**&- 
dlesticks or any other pretty thing you

would like for yourself. Or tura 
your back upon these and give 
ber something for her own per¬ 
sonal adorning, a delicate Jabot 
or collar* and cuffs or half a 
doxen yards of novel ruching or 
tome other neckwear or a pair 
of silk stockings or gloves or. if 
she Is a young girl, something 
dainty In underwear. What 
would you like yourself In her 
place? Thera is your guide. 

But are there no men country 
cousins?

But even tier© you may make a 
wise choice If imagination and common 
sensa are again put to work. The young 
men are easily pleased, a Us, a fa^ry 
handkerchief. a pipe—ao man ever had 
too many pipes—a pair of silk socks, 
gloves.

A very excellent formula for this 
vigorous and yet harmless throat 
bleach is made as follows: 

drachm*; borax, 1 
drachm; glycerine, V* ounce; hot wa¬ 
ter. 1 Vi ounce*. 

The acid and the borax must be dim 
solved In the hot wate r, and the glycer. 
me mlx*d In later The decoction then 
stands for twelve hours and Is strained 
through cheesecloth. This bleach must 
be wiped over the throat night and 
morning with a soft cloth and b© al¬ 
lowed to dry on. 

With th© beautifying process, too, no 
girl can hope for quick results If she 
continues to wear her collar* suffo¬ 
catingly tight and high. The throat 
must b© left entirely uneonflned at 
hom* at least, and It will be greatly 
benefited If It Is exercised from five 
to ten minutes a day This Is done by 
bending the head buck* .trd and for¬ 
ward and from side to side with 
rhythmic slowness. Increasing the depth 
of the bend each time If possible un¬ 
til the throat seems as pliable a* an 
elastic band. Counting one. two. three, 
four, etc., Is a great help for *he 
rhythmic order of th© movements. 

Finally, let me tell you that when 
the moment arrives for putting on the 
pretty low-neck evening dress, a warm 
throat bath, as complete as any that 
have gone before, is very essential. 
This softens the skin, which dries and 
hardens so easily, and plumps the tis¬ 
sue*. It gives, in short, that well- 
washed look a throat roust have to be 
pretty 

Like the throat, the hands respond 
beautifully to scientific baths, massage 
and oil rubs. Warm water must al¬ 
ways bs used for tnem. and though 
the nails may be treated to creams ond 
vaselines which makes their texture 
more delicate and their color mor* 
pink, glycerine and rosewater Is about 
the beat lubricant to put upon the 
hands Where household work is done, 
however. It is sometimes necessary to 
use quantities of cryom for cleansing 
and snf’cning before the bath, and fet 
this any almond cream, or even pure 
almond oil.

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\ \ 1 dinner is served, women can trail 

clouds of glory after them in the 
lines of silk, lace or chitTon, while 
for dancing they are now able to take every 
movement in unhampered enjoyment; for the 
short and sensible round-length frock is being 
worn. Variations of the tunic and the panier 
are insisted upon by most designers, and lovely 
combinations of materials and colors appeal to 
the eye for the beautiful. 

Old-gold satin is beautiful in combination 
with deep ecru lace. The draped bodice is held 
in front by a jeweled ornament and at the back 
by a full rosette of the material. Sleeves of 
lace are trimmed to accentuate the low shoulder 
line. The skirt is draped and caught at the 
side by two huge ornaments of satin. 

Contrasted with this rich simplicity of a 
dinner g>wn is the. frivolous dance frock of 
white point d’eaprit. It has a round shirred 
yoke, outlined by cherry velvet ribbon and huge 
satin cherries. The girdle is of black thread 
lace and the skirt unusual in outline, with tho 
loner half ornamented by a triple arrangement 
of black and white lace, cherries and rutiles. 

The three frills are edged with twisted ribbon, 
producing an attractive outstanding fluffiness, 
but approaching the extreme in decoration. 
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The other Uiort-length gown is of 
much simpler desigji that depends upon its 
drapery for pleasing effect. It is‘of pah 
pink crepe de chine, and a painted border 
is adjusted with the cleverness of a French 
maker. The tucked yoke is quite shallow; 
from this an overdress falls and is curved 
i:i fieft folds up toward the back. Supple¬ 
ness of the material gives billowy lines 
without detracting from a graceful figure. 

A tied panier of sol ft silk is most at¬ 
tractive on the light chiffon gown showr 
White satin bands form a girdle ov*r th 
.full chiffon, and stiff bows occur at the 
front and again on the strap* of the short 
.(eves. The lower fulness of the skirt h 
held in by a double line of shirring. This 
is siiupl© enough to b© copied any 
woman who has the knack of draping soft 
materials. 

The colors of a suniet are* suggested in the 
painted chiffon dinner gown. Over an under- 
dress of pal© yellow the pale pinks and blues are 
brought into unobtrusivo view. A cream lace 
yoke heads the draped bodice. The waist line is 
defined by twisted chiffon. Notice the beautiful 
sleeves. On a doth-of-gold foundation, which 
just hints of tho sun's rays, a bund of lace and 
draped chiffon is placed. Iridescent bugle beads 
edge th© sleeves and weight down the tunic. 

Perhaps the combination of silver laoc and 
fur is indieativ© of the season’s favorite trim¬ 
ming. This pale lavender dress is decorated 
with bands of this lace. Silver-mesh bra*d 
forms a point in front and is used in three 
loose lines on each sleeve. As a final touch, 
rich brqwn fur edges each sleeve and the band 
of lace in the skirt. In color and line this is 
extremely beautiful.

By taking 
the best lint* and the most becoming colors any 
woman ought to bo able to profit by the efforts 
of designers who have epitomized the accepted 
styles in these gowns. 
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
